Troops raid TV station 


Deal near in T rinidad crisis 


PORT-OF-SPA1N. July 30, 
(Agencies): Government troops 
attacked the state television sta- 
tion where the leader of a M uslim 
rebel coup attempt was believed 
to be and left the building in 
flames today, residents said. 

Heavy gunfire also erupted 
near the parliament building 
where the rebels were holding 
Prime Minister Anhur Robin- 
son and other ofilciaJs hostage. 

Information about the fight- 
ing was sketchy and there was no 
word about lhe outcome of either 
incidenL 

The govemmen L imposed a 24- 
hour curfew on parts of the 
capital as negotiations to free 
Robinson and at least 19 cabinet 
officials and legislators appeared 


to break oPT. 

“Please, please "be careful. Do 
not venture outside." said a state 
radio broadcast reminding 
residents a state of emergency 
was in effect. “We cannot 
dramatise enough the situation.” 

Residents said loyal troops 
attacked a stale-run television 
station held by black Muslim 
rebels. The station was ablaze 
and a thick gray smoke was rising 
from the building, residents said. 

Yasin Abu Bakr. the leader of 
the 300-strong. Libyan-backed 
Jamat Al Muslimeen group 
which staged the coup attempt 
Friday evening, was believed to 
be inside the building at the lime 
of the attack. 

At the Parliament building. 


where Robinson was being held, 
gunfire was heard and some 
reports said troops surrounding 
the building were shooting at 
rebels inside. One report said 
unspecified “foreign troops" 
were involved in the attack, but 
Lhe report could not immediately 
be verified. 

Government troops patrolled 
city streets and residents repor- 
ted seeing bodies in the eastern 
section or the capital after wide- 
spread rioting and looting on 
Sunday. 

Meanwhile, a Trinidad and 
Tobago government spokesman 
said late today an agreement was 
imminent on the release of more

Hussein's visits to Kuwait and 
Baghdad preceded tomorrow's first 
direct high level meeting between 
Kuwait and Iraq since thecrisis erup- 
ted on July 18. 

The Jordanian monarch did not 
give a statement to reporters neither 
on his arrival nor on his departure. 

Sources in Amman, prior to the 
monarch's departure, had said that 
the sovereign was launching a media- 
tion to reconcile Iraq and Kuwait 
whose relations had tensed recently 
over border and oil differences. 

The Oil Minister of Kuwait. Dr 
Rasheed Salem Al Ameeri said that 
Kuwaii was committed to abiding by 
its quota allotted by the agreement 
reached by the thirteen Opcc oil mini- 
sters in Ga>eva on Friday. 

In an interview published today in 
the London-based Arabic daily, 'Al 
HayaC Al Ameeri expressed his sat- 
isfaction with the agreement reached 
and praised the spiritof co-operation 
and understanding which reigned 
between member states. 

Al Ameeri said that though 
Kuwait's financial needs are high 
and the country is facing a deficit, 
untit Opec reviewed the present 
agreement, Kuwait would respect its 
quota of 1 .5 million barrels per day. 

Asked whether the agreement rea- 
ched on Friday will ease the political 
“conflict" between Kuwait and Iraq, 
Al Ameeri said *1 do not call it a 
conflict, but a misunderstanding bet- 
ween brothers and neighbours who 
have lived in amicability Tor a long 
time.* 

'I hope that with lixne.k-will pass. 
The agreement reached fey Opec will 
help in erasing a lot of the problems 
which developed in the region as a 
result of demands by countries relat- 
ing to production and price," he 
observed. 

More importantly, Al Ameeri 
noted, that both Kuwait and Iraq 
return as they were in the past, ‘as two 
co-operating neighbours tied by 
Arab nationalism.orotherhood. and 
Islam.'

Proposed Iraqi 
constitution 

BAGHDAD. July 30, (AP): Govern- 
ment-run newspapers today publi- 
shed the text of a draft constitution 
for public debate after it was endor- 
sed by the ruling Revolution Com- 
mand Council and the National 
Assembly. 

The 1 79-article constitution would 
allow a multiparty system and 
provide greater freedom of expres- 
sion. 

But it would also give more leg- 
islative and executive power to the 
president, and the ruiing Baath Party 
would maintain its dominant role in 
politics. 

The new constitution, to replace 
the current one adopted in 1 970, was 
drawn up by governing Baath Party. 

It was announced to lhe public for 
debate in the unions, the professional 
organisations and the press. 

Iraq's estimated right million- 
strong electorate is expected to vote 
on it in a national referendum to be 
fixed soon.

Fresh crisis arises as Singh is under pressure to sack Devi Lai

NEW DELHI, July 30: India's ruling Janata 
Dal was today caught in the throes of a fresh 

crisis as Prime Minister Vi*. Singh'scabinetand 
party colleagues mounted pressure on him to 
sack Deputy Prime Minister Devi Lai. 

The demand, voiced Strongly at a cabinet 
meeting last night and in party forum, has been 
sparked off by various acts and utterances of 
Deri Lai in recent days, including a magazine 
interview granted by him recently. 


The interview to the Bombay-based Illus- 
trated Weekly of India quotes Devi Lai speak- 
ing out against some of his cabinet colleagues in 
rather intemperate terms, which many in the 
Janata Dal feels is the last straw. 

Apart from this, there is the question of a 
letter that Devi L*I wrote earlier this month to 
Prime Minister Singh, alleging that Commerce 
Minister A run Nehru and Energy Mi nister Arif 
Mohammed Khan were involved in corrupt 
practices. 

Today, the party’s top leadership including 
chief ministers of states ruled by the Janata Daf, 


were engaged in hectic confabulations to defuse 
the latest crisis, which comes just two weeks 
after a similar one earlier this month when Devi 
Lai's son Om Prakash ChautaJa staged a 
dramatic comeback as Haryana chief minister 
and was then forced to quit in just three days. 

Devi Lai had dashed off the letter about 
Nehru and Khan soon after the two ministers 
had resigned from the cabinet on the Chautala 
issue, forcing Singh to take a stand in the matter 
and ofler to quit office himself. 

Devi Lai sent Singh another letter. Along 
with thm, he also enclosed a copy of a letter 


allegedly written by Singh himself in 1987 to 
President R. Venkata ram an. accusing Nehru of 
having received kickbacks in the controversial 
Bofors gun deal. Devi Lai soon found himself in 
a tight comer when a section of the media 
reported that the letter was a forgery. 

In recent days. Devi Lai has been saying that 
he never made any allegations against the two 
min is ter? and that he had only passed on infor- 
mation that had reached him. Similarly, he 
denies indulging in any forgery and claims he 
had passed on to Singh the document that 
became available to him.

Chicago generating station catches fire 


Blackout spurs looting, 3 die in home fire

CHICAGO, July 30, (UPI): Power was 
restored yesterday afternoon to half the 
40,000 electricity customers who lost 
power because of a fire in a generating 
station a night earlier, but some still 
may be blacked out for ”a day or two", 
a utility spokesman said. 

The fire, which blacked out areas in 
Chicago's west side and its western 
suburbs, also triggered looting and a 
second fire that killed three people, 
officials said. 

The fire in Commonwealth Edison's 
12,000-VOit coal-burning transformer 
broke out at about ] 0 pm Saturday and 
burned about 6- 1 /2 hours, utility spok- 
eswoman Margaret Winters said. She 
said no injuries were reported. 

Hie fire caused damages "in the 
millions" of dollars and affected wires 
that distribute power to the west side. 
Corned operating manager William 
Downey said. 

"What we tost here was the nerve 
centre,” Downey said. "We don't know 
the cause (of the fire) but the vicinity is 
where the power leaves the station.” 

Of the 40,000 who lost power 
because of the fire. Corned spokesman 
Steve Solomon said, "twenty-thousand 
people were back on line as of 4 pm 
(yesterday). Bit by bit we're picking this 


thing up. Some of the remaining cus- 
tomers may be without power for a day 
or two." 

Solomon said workers were trying to 
reroute power lines but were running 
out of options. 

One west side family used candles 
during the blackout but evidently for- 
got to extinguish them, sparking a fire 
that killed three people in the home and 
injured four others. 

"They were using the candles for 
light berause the electricity was out.” 
bomb and arson Sgt. Edward O'Don- 
nell said. "They went to bed and left the 
candles burning.” 

Police said looting of west side busin- 
esses began soon after the outage 
provided the cover of darkness. Police 
spokesman Tina Vicini said 1 1 stores 
had beeD victimised., 

“As soon as people found out there 
was no power and no police, the looting 
started." said a Harrison district desk 
sergeant who declined to identify him- 
self. 

Chicago police Supt Leroy Martin 
said 49 people were arrested for looting 
stores, and he advised west side 
residents to stay in their homes. 

Martin said eight people were char- 


ged with looting. 31 with burglary, 
eight with mob action, one with 
aggravated assault and one with disor- 
derly conduct. 

One businessman, who said his 
grocery store was unharmed, said he 
saw people running with clothes they 
had taken from a dry cleaning shop. 

“You felt danger all around you... 
you didn’t know who was going to walk 
up on you.” said Johnnie Mason, 
whose friends helped him guard his 
food store overnight. 

Martin said 200 police officers would 
patrol the site last night with 35 traffic 
officers deployed at intersections where 
street lights were not functioning. 

Mayor Richard M. DaJey down- 
played the reported looting and said the 
city's actions were appropriate. 

“(There is) no need for a curfew, no 
need to call the national guard,” Daley 
said.” One incident with a looter does 
not reflect the west side. There has been 
no such thing as a riot or heavy loot- 
ing.” he said. 

Business owners who were affected 
reported losses in the thousands of 
dollars. 

One. Akran Geder, said he was 
"definitely out of business” and would 
not open anotherstore on the west side.

The MacQuarie Dictionary of New Words 

Keeping track of changes 


SYDNEY, Australia, July 30, (AP): Planning to 
punt big bikkies on the pyjama game? It'll be ace- 
high if your team wins, but don't get tired and 
emotional if they're streeted. 

For those unfamiliar with speaking “strine” 
here's a translation, courtesy of “The MacQuarie 
Dictionary of New Words”: Planning to bet a lot of 
money on theone-day cricket match? It wiU be great 
if your team wins, but don’t get drunk if they're 
beaten badly. 

“Strine” is thesboithaod pronunciation for Aus- 
tralian English. The Dictionary Research Centre at 
Sydney’s MacQuarie University has been keeping 
track of changes in the lan guage since the school 
published the 2.049- page “The MacQuarie Dic- 
tionary” in 1981. 

While it is not an official dictionary, the Aus- 
tralian government publishing service used the 
MacQuarie as the main reference for the govern- 
ment stylebook that is distributed nation-wide. 


So many new words keep popping up that 
MacQuarie has issued the 400-page “new words” 
supplement to update the evolution in technology, 
finance, medicine and slang. Each entry is accom- 
panied by a notation on the first time the word or 
phrase was known to have been used. 

“We arc moving into the force field of inter- 
national English, which is very largely influenced 
by American English,” said Susan Butler, the dic- 
tionary's editor. 

Hence, Australians now use Seppo (American) 
phrases like “touch base.” for making contact with 
people, “worst-case scenarios” and “allpark 
figures.” Athletes ”tough it out." "pump them- 
selves up” and "lift their game.” 

“In Australia's history, we've shifted from being 
entirely British-dominated to being more indepen- 
dent of our colonial background,” Butler said. 

The roots of some new words are fairly dear 
"Brain bucket” fora helmet with a face mask, frag 
(a little bit) — which apparently comes from frag- 


ment — and “shamateur” Tor an athlete who is paid 
Tor playing but retains amateur status. Other words 
have murkier roots, such as porky /a lie; and brick 
(falsify evidence). 

Science has yielded an entire lingo of com- 
puterese. To the outsider, it can be a bewildering 
jungle or PCs, ROM. RAM, hackers, bauds, micro- 
chips, megabytes and slaves. There's also the green- 
house effect, faxes, genetic fingerprinting, CFCs 
(chlorof! uorocarbons) and VFTs ( very fast trains). 

The world of finance has produced corporate 
cowboys, junk bonds, macro economy, insider 
trading and evoision (tax avoidance bordering on 
illegality). 

Aids is word in daily use now, along with other 
medical terms such as 1VF (in-vitro fertilisation). 
SIDS (sudden infant death syndrome) and passive 
smoking. 

But slang and verbal shorthand are prune con- 
tributors to new words. 


Japanese 
fisherman 
star dies 

TOKYO. July 30, (AP): An 
elderly Japanese fisherman who 
starred in a documentary akin to 
Ernest Hemingway’s “The Old 
Man And The Sea" has died in 
what may have been a last fight 
with a big marlin. 

The body of Shigeru Itokazu, 
8 1 , was found floating in the East 
China Sea offa small island in the 
Okinawas chain yesterday near 
the small skiff in which be fished 
alone, police in Okinawa said. 

Other fishermen in the area did 
not see exactly what happened, 
but a wound on Itokazu's thumb 
apparently came from a suddenly 
tautened fishing line and proba- 
bly indicated be was polled into 
the sea by a marlin, said John 
Junkerman, an American 
documentary filmmaker. 

Junkerman spent most of two 
years filming Itokazu and lire on 
the remote island of Yonaguni. 
and his film, tided in Japanese 
"The Old Man And The Sea,” 
was released last month in Okin- 
awa. 

"It is very ironic and very 
unfortunate that Itokazu had his 
end this way and so soon after the 

film was finished. He was enjoy- 
ing very much that it was getunga 
lot of atten tion, and it was a great 
of work and pressure on him 
to make the film,” Junkerman 
said.

BAR HARBOUR, Maine. July 30. (AP): Nearly all 
American Indians are descendants ofasingle small bandof 
pioneers who walked across what’s now the Bering Strait 
From Asia 1 5,000 to 30,000y ears ago. a genetics researcher 
has said. 

The descendants of this hardy group make up95 per cent 
of American Indians, including the Mayans. Incas and 
many other spread throughout North, Centra] and South 
America. The exceptions are the Eskimos and Aleuts of the 
Arctic rim. the Navajos. Apaches and a few others who 
arrived la ter. said Douglas Wallace of Emory University in 


Atlanta. 

“It was clearly a small migration,” Wallace said or the 
ancestral group. He based his findings on studies or the 
genes that are related to the body's energy production. The 
genes were extracted from Wood samples from members of 
three different Indian groups. 

In a presen lalion during a genetics course at the Jackson 
laboratory in Bar Harbour, Wallace also reported using 
the same energy-producing genes — called mitochondria 
— lo identify for the first time the cause of a form of 
epilepsy.

Under 3 blazing sun and with 
native drums beating, Joe Nor- 
Lon, chief of the Kahnawake 
Mohawks told a rally in a park 
outside Oka that violence was 
inevitable when it came lo Can- 
adian natives protecting their 
land. 

“These are people who will die 
for their land and their future,” 

Norton warned. “If we have lo 
fight and arm ourselves, as has 
been done, it will bedonebecause 
no one else will defend us.” he 
said. 


The Mohawk dispute has 
brought the issue of unlive rights 
to national attention. 

British Columbia native 
leader Bill Wilson said: '‘Non- 
native politicians have lo recogn- 
ise they can’t push us around. 
They can only push so far.” 

With the help of police, the 
Oka residents blocked a highway 
and prevented Sunday's prote- 
sters from marching with food 
supplies and flowers to 
barricades outside the Oka 
reservation where the Mohawks 
and Quebec police have been fac- 
ing each other in a standoff. 

Quebec’s provincial govern- 
ment lifted a blockade and all- 
owed food and medical supplies 
into the reservation earlier this 
week, but Mohawks say some 
food is still being blocked and 
there is only enough food for two 
or three days at a time.

NY funeral shooting may trigger off more Asian gang warfare 


NEW YORK, July JO. (AP): The shooting of seven 
people at a gang member’s funeral may trigger 
widened violence in the struggle for power between 
New York City’s Vietnamese and Chinese gangs, 
authorities say. 

Gunmen posing as mourners dropped flowers 
they were carrying"" and fired on about 100 mourners 
attending the burial Saturday of a Vietnamese man 
at a cemetery in nearby Linden, New Jersey. 

Seven people were wounded by gunfire and seven 
others injured in the ensuing panic in this suburb, 
three miles (5 kilometres) west of New Y ark. 

"U looks like it's definitely going to spill over,” 
Linden police Capt. Robert Gerbounka said yester- 


day. “There’s no doubt in tny mind that there will be 
retaliation.” 

More than 1 00 New York police officers patrolled 
New York’s Chinatown district a fler the shooting to 
guard against violence between the gangs, Ger- 
bounka said. 

The man being buried, 21 -year-old Vihh Vuu, was 
shot four times in the chest early Wednesday in a 

drive-by shooting in Chinatown, police said. He was 

described as a member of a gang known as the Born 
to Kill gang or the Canal Street Boys. 

“What’s occurring in New York is these Canal 
Street Boys have been doing a lot of extorting and 


robberies in the Canal Street section,” Gerbounka 
said. “They’re getting Chinese gangs angry at them. 
They’ve got the label of being a fringe gang, which is 
one of the reason^ they're taking a beating right 
now." 

The Born to Kill gang has been a force on Canal 
Street, Chinatown’s main drag, for at least a year, 
said Gerald McKelvey, a spokesman in the New 
York prosecutor's office. 

“There have been organised gangs of one kind or 
another in Chinatown for at least the past 1 5 years,” 
dominated by the Ghost Shadows and the Flying 
Dragons, he said.

either because they killed each other off or were put 
in jail,” McKelvey said. 

Bom to Kill members have filled part of that void, 
extorting money from shop owners and trafficking 
in heroin, he said. 

He declined to speculate on what may have tou- 
ched off Saturday's violence because the case is 
under investigation. 

“There is a historic pattern that while a lot of this 
originates in Chinatown proper, it does begin to 
spread through the Asian community ... it's not 
surprising that it has moved to New Jersey, and it 
could move elsewhere.” he said. 


SYDNEY. July 30, (AP): A man 
wielding, a syringe robbed three 
stores this weekend, and the 
assailant told one shopkeeper it 
was infected with the Aids virus 
before squirting her with. what 
appeared to be blood. 

Police said (hey were uncertain 
whether the same man carried out 
the three robberies. Thesyringein 
each case carried a liquid resem- 
bling blood, and scientists were 
analysing a hypodermic dropped 
outside one siore. 

Yesterday afternoon, a man 
entered a newsstand in the north- 
ern suburb of Crcmorne and 
demanded money from clerk 
Debbie Bright. 

“I looked at him and then I 
looked at the needle.” said Ms 
Bright, 23. “He saw me staring ai 
the syringe and said: “Yes it is. 
This is an Aids-infected needle.” 

Ms Bright picked up a candy jar 
and yelled lo a co-worker for help. 
The assailant then squirted the 
contents of the syringe on her 
face. When she screamed, the man 
escaped fled without taking any 
money. 

“The chances of me getting 


Aids is virtually nil.” Ms Bright 
said. "But 1 will still have to have 
blood tests. I will not know for 
sure for three months.” 

Two hours later, a man held up 
a pharmacist in the northern 
suburb of Crows Nest. The man 
ran off and dropped the syringe 
after the 23-ycar-old employee 
handed him money . 

Pharmacist Ivan Curoua han- 
ded over 500 dollars (S400j when a 
man entered his store in Bondi, an 
easi Sydney suburb, on Saturday 
afternoon and demanded money 
while pointing the syringe at him. 

John Dowd, attorney-general 
for New South Wales suite, war- 
ned today that robbers threaten- 
ing people with syringes could 
face severe charges. 

The charges could include 
"attempted murder through the 
administration of a poison.” 
which carries a maximum jail 
term of 25 years. 

Robbery with a syringe could 
be classified as armed robbery, 
carryinga maximum penalty of 20 
years jail, “because the syringe 
becomes an offensive weapon,” 
he said. 
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There is too much blood; Extraditables truce raises hope among Colombians 


Bogota drug war unlikely to end until Escobar caug 



BOGOTA, July 30, (Reuter); A decision by 
Colombia's cocaine traffickers to call a truce 
in a bloody drug war is a success for the 
government but the war is unlikely to end 
until drug lord Pablo Escobar is caught, 
political analysts say. 

The so-called Extraditables — top drug- 
traffickers wanted in the United States — 
announced a unilateral, indefinite truce on 
Friday, raising hopes among many Colom- 
bians of an end to a drug war which has killed 
hundreds of people over the past year. 

The war began when President Virgilio 
Barco launched an all-out offensive against 
the drug cartels supplying 80 per cent of 
cocaine consumed in the United States, after 
the assassination of presidential aspirant Luis 
Carlos Galan on Aug 8, 1 989. 

"We suspend attacks on police, bombings 
in all Colombian cities and executions of 
politicians, journalists, judges and officials," 
the traffickers' communique said! 

As with all statements from the Extradita- 
bles, it was impossible to know exactly who 
issued it or whether it represented the views of 
all the top traffickers. 

Western diplomats say the statement may 
have come from a dissident wing of the group 
opposed to the violent strategy directed by 


Fujimori 
removes 
navy, air 
force men 

LIMA, July 30, (Reuter): 
President Alberto Fujimori, ! 
vowing to exert discipline over 
the military, has sacked Peru's 
navy and air force commanders 
in one of his first acts as president 
and reassigned one of them to a 
desk job in Washington. 

Fujimori removed navy com- 
mander Admiral Alfonso Panizo 
from his post and reassigned him 
to Peru's delegation at die Inter- 

■ American Defence Board in 
Washington, a presidential 
spokesman said. 

Fujimori said shortly after 
winning June election that he 
knew some high-ranking navy 
officers resented him because of 
his Japanese ancestry, but that he 
saw no sign of military dis- 
loyalty. He is the son of Japanese 
immigrants. 

“Discipline ... is what comes 
first and the president does not 
have to give absolutely any 
explanations,’* Fujimori told a 
news conference on Sunday. 

“We will act without hesita- 
tion in all fields and also in thalof 
military discipline," he said when 
asked about the reraovalsofPan- 
izo and air force commander 
General German Vucetich, 
whose new post was not 
immediately made public. 

The shake-up in the air force 
top command had been in the 
cards due to charges of graft 
levelled at Vucetich in the pur- 
chase of jet spare parts. 

Fujimori's defence minister. 
Army General Jorge Torres, 
informed the two men of their 
dismissals on Saturday night, 
only hours after Fujimori took 
office from outgoing president 
Alan Garda, a spokesman for 
Fujimori said. 

“These changes are not nor- 
mal. but they were dedded by the 
new government," a Defence 
Ministry spokesman said. 

Fujimori, who earlier in the 
day presided over the annual 
military parade in central Lima, 
said the changes should not be 
seen as the result of any unease in 
the military. 

“1 don’t want this to be inter- 
preted as related to any 
irregularities ... Discipline in our 
armed forces is respected from 
within and I must deny any 
malaise,” he said. 

There has been no sign of any 
officers planning any open 
challenge to the government, 
despite military intervention in 
the past times of political crisis. 

Panizo was replaced by 
Admiral Luis Montes Lecaros at 
the head of the navy, the most 
conservative branch of the 
armed forces, and Vucetich was 
replaced by General Arnaldo 
Velardo Ramirez, the Defence 
Ministry spomesman said. 

Fujimori was sworn in on 
Saturday on his 5 2nd birthday as 
Peru’s 107th president, though 
he is only the 20lh to come to 
office democratically in this 
South American country with a 
turbulent political history. 

An agronomist and wild-card 
candidate, Fujimori came from 
nowhere to upset internation- 
ally-known novelist Mario Var- 
gas Llosa's bid for the presidency 
and won theelections pledging to 
• end corruption and rebuild 
Peru's dilapidated economy. 

■ Banks were to be dosed for 
two days beginning Monday to 
give the government more time 
to develop a plan to cope with 
Peru's economic crisis, Fujimori 
said. 

At a news conference Sunday, 
a day after his inauguration, 
Fujimori also said public utility 
rates and the price of gasoline 
will rise as part of a stability plan. 

“Monday and Tuesday will be 
bank holidays. That will give us 
time to take the right steps that 
can sustain our economic plan,” 
Fujimori said.

Alternatively, if the decision to call a truce 
came from Escobar, it could mean he was 
seeking breathing space from the intense pres- 
sure the security have put on the cartels in 
recent weeks, the diplomats said.

Although he is a strong opponent of the 
drug barons, Gaviria has been suggesting he 
does not favour a military solution to combat 
drug trafficking. 

The diplomats said it was extremely unlik- 
ely the government would let up the pressure 
on the cartels while Escobar, whom the auth- 
orities blame for scores of bomb blasts, the 


assassination of three presidential aspirants 
and dozens of officials, is still on the loose. 

“I think theyil cany on with the war," one 
diplomat said. “There won't be an end to the 
vicious part of the drug war until they've 
captured Escobar or fought him out of the 
co untry . There's just too much bad blood,' ' he 
said. 

He said the security forces would point to 
the truce as evidence that they were winning 
the war and that it was not the time to let up 
pressure. 

Despite the truce announcement, violence 
has continued to sweep Medellin, Colombia’s 
second largest city and the base of Escobar's 
organisation. 

Police said a gunman shot dead a 
policeman in the city on Saturday, bringing to 
220 the number of officers killed there this 
year. Police killed a man who threw a grenade 
at a police patrol car, injuring two officers, a 
spokesman said. 

Officials of the outgoing Barco government 
have treated the traffickers' announcement 
with scepticism and pledged to keep fighting 
them.

MAIMI, July 30, (AP): Manuel 
Noriega learned in advance of 
the US invasion of Panama 
because a marine called his 
mother to complain the opera- 
tion would interfere with his 
vacation, according to secret US 
Army debriefing papers, a news- 
paper reported . 

The security leaks that warned 
Noriega of the pending invasion 
were described in some of the 
more than 140 secret reports 
written by the joint debriefing 
centre of the US Army’s 470th 
military intelligence brigade foll- 
owing the Dec 20 invasion, the 
Herald reported. 

Noriega evaded capture for 
several days after the US 
invasion, emerging at the 
Vatican Embassy Dec 24. He left 
the embassy Jan 3 and now is 
being held in a Florida jail await- 
ing trial on drug trafficking char- 
ges. 4 

Captured Panamanian offi- 
cers told US interrogators that 
Noriega never expected a full- 
scale invasion until Dec 1 7, when 
he obtained telephone intercepts 
and intelligence reports indicat- 
ing the military assault was 
immin ent. 

The Panamanian Defence 
Force intercepted a phone call 
from a US marine assigned to the 
US Embassy in Panama to his 
mother in the States. US troops 
later found a transcript of the 


conversation at the headquarters 
of Panama’s military intelligence 
agency. 

“We’ve been here in the 
embassy since 10 o'clock last 
night waiting for the war to 
start,” the marine said. “I was 
upset... they want to start when 
I’m getting ready to go home on 
vacation.’ 

Noriega also received warn- 
ings on Dec 1 9, just hours before 
the attack began. Cap Castillo, 
one of Noriega's bodyguards, 
said two US soldiers were over- 
heard saying the invasion would 
begin that night 

And on the same day, a US 
soldier assigned to the arms 
room at a US base warned his 
girlfriend of the invasion. A 
female PDF member who was 
with the girlfriend at the time 
immediately contacted 
Noriega's secret police about the 
conversation, officers said. 

Highlights of the debriefing 
reports were recently videotaped 
by a British investigative repor- 
ter, Paul Lashmar of Granada 
Television's “World in Action," 
and provided to the Herald. 

The US Southern Command 
in Panama has refused to con- 
firm or deny the authenticity of 
the documents. “We do not dis- 
cuss alleged intelligence 
activities,’’ one official said 
Friday.

MONROVIA, July 30. (AP): 
Government soldiers early today 
killed more than 200 people, 
most of them women and chil- 
dren, in a church refugee camp in 
the embattled capital, witnesses 
said. 

“1 saw dead bodies all 
around, ” a witness said on condi- 
tion of anonymity. “This is gen- 
ocide.” 

Most of the refugees were 
members of the Gio and Mano 
tribes who have formed the main 
support for the rebel armies that 
have fought their way to the base 
of the hill where President 
Samuel Doe is holding out in his 
heavily Fortified executive man- 
sion. Most or the Doe's troops 
are from his Krahn tribe and 
their allies, the Mandingos. 

Soldiers broke into the Luth- 
eran church compound in the 
Sinkor district at about 2 am 
(0200 GMT) while the camp 
residents were sleeping, the wit- 
ness said. 

On Monday, the church was 
strewn with the bodies of women 
whose heads had been smashed 
or blown to pieces by bullets, 
babies still tied to their backs. 

Other bodie s hung out of the 
church windows — they 
apparently were killed while try- 
ing to escape, he said. 

There was no telephone or 
walkic-talltie in the compound to 
allow the victims to rail for help, 
he said. 

Refugees at the Methodist 
church across the street fled 
when they heard the killing. 
Thousands of refugees fleeing 
I the civil war are crowded into 
reftigee camps in the area. 

The refugees in the church 
compound were among those 
fleeing the street battles in Mon- 
rovia. 

Thousands of members of the 
Krahn and Mandingo tribes also 
are fleeing into neighbouring 
countries after reports that the 
rebels had executed hundreds of 
them, some in cross-border 
attacks into refugee camps in 
Guinea. 

European community ambas- 
sadors last week warned that this 
West African country founded in 
1847 by freed American slaves 
was slipping into anarchy and 
was on the brink of "national 
suitide.” 

The ambassadors of France, 
West Germany, Belgium, Spain 
and Italy called for an emergency 
session of the UN Security Goim- 
‘ dl to deal with the Liberian rivfl 
war. 

The rebels, who began their 
offensive in December, accuse 
the government of corruption 
and human rights abuses and 
demand Doe's resignation. 

Last night, a rebel gunboat 
fired four shots at Doe’s 
executive mansion, the latest of 
several raids. 

Meanwhile, rival rebel leaders 
converging on Doe's holdout 
from different directions each 
claim imminent victory and dis- 
count the significance of the 
other.

Hunger plus 15-cent eggs times 10 hours of work a day equals certain death ... in Cuba 


HAVANA, July 30, (AP): One Cuban 
woman in her 80s can probably sum up 
as well as anyone what's good and ban 
about Cuba's revolution these days. 

She hurt her back in a bathtub fall, 
and shell be laid up for three months. 
She lavishly praises her doctors, using 
words like “magnificent” to describe 
her care under Cuba's free medical sys- 
tem. 

But don't ask this woman, who did 
not want her name used, what it's like to 


“No nay nada ” she says there’s 
nothing, lt'a Common refrain these 
days. 

A dozen Cubans interviewed in 
recent days agreed that food has sel- 
dom — if ever — been so scarce. 

Not far from the elderly woman's 
home, plantains and pineapples were 
the only items available for 100 or so 
people lined up at a local market. At a 
maricet next door, the shelves were 


almost empty.

Mandela said the talks had to 
proceed in an atmosphere of 
peace and attacks on blacks by 
police must stop before the ANC 
would consider suspending its 
armed struggle against white 
rule. 

“The violence of the police 
against the people must come to 
an end,” Mandela said. “If it is 
genuinely interested in peace and 
negotiations, the government 
must act to bring about this 
result.'' 

Anti-government activists say 
white-led police still mete out 
harsh treatment to black demon- 
strators despite De Klerk's 
reforms allowing open political 
dissent. 

“Freedom should not be post- 
poned or denied simply because 
some people have a secret agenda 
to sustain an anti-democratic 
crusade against communist 
opinion,” Mandela told 40,000 
people at the rally in Johannes- 
burg's Soweto black township. 

The white minority govern- 
.ment of President F. W. de 
Klerk, acting on advice from 
security police, urged Mandela 
last week to drop Communist 
Party general secretary Joe Slovo 
form the ANC team seeking to 
negotiate an end to apartheid.

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Club gunman appears in court onbomb hoax charges 


LONDON. July 30. (Reuter): An Arab 
who held dozens of people hostage at 
an exclusive London night-club over 
the weekend appeared in court today 
charged with firearms possession, false 
imprisonment and carryinaouta bomb 
hoax. 

Syrian-born Hani El Rayes. 30. was 
remanded in custody bv a London 
Magistrates Court. 

Rayes broke into Tokyo Joe's night- 
club in London's West End early on 
Sunday and held the mostly Arab clien- 
tele at gunpoint. threatening to blow up 


the building with a bomb strapped to 
his waist. 

Rayes, who was armed with a 12- 
bore shotgun, a rifle and a bayonet, 
gave himself up to armed police after 1 0 
hours inside the club during which 
many members managed to escape as 
he became high on whisky and cocaine. 

The device on his belt turned out to 
be a fake. 

He was accused in court of possess- 
ing a weapon with intent to endanger 
lifeand making murder threats. He also 
faces two counts of false imprisonment 


and charges relating to the bomb hoax. 

Customers said the gunman com- 
plained that Arabs were not giving 
enough support to Palestinians in 
Lebanon. 

He demanded an aircraft to lake him 
to Beirut saying he was concerned 
about his family there, before police 
negotiators persuaded him to surren- 
der. 

None of the customers was injured in 
the siege but Rayes was wounded in the 
leg when he fell on a broken bottle. 


Police late Sunday picked up an 
unidentified man and woman for ques- 
tioning. Paris of barrels and stocks 
from shotguns were found in a car, 
British Broadcasting Corp. TV news 
reported. 

Some of those released required 
medical attention, primarily for shock 
and exhaustion, police said. One per- 
son was carried out on a stretcher. All 
were examined by doctors on the scene, 
but none were hospitalised. 

Tokyo Joe owner Hrad Darian said 
the gunman spoke good English and 


ibid the hostages he was married to an 
Englishwoman and that they had three 
children. 

Darian had said the man seemed to 
be a Palestinian resident of Lebanon, 
but police declined to identify the man’s 
nationality. 

Del.Supt. Alex Edwards of Scot land 
Yard, who led the police operation, 
said the gunman drank heavily during 
the siege and that his behaviour seemed 
to confirm reports by hostages that he 
"was on draes.” 


Police said he became increasingly 
irrational as the siege continued, at one 
point threatening to kill a host age every 
five minutes.

A former top aide to Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, Gow quit her Conservative government in 
November 1985 in protest at the Anglo-Irish 
agreement which allowed Dublin a voice in Northern 
Ireland affairs, but remained a Member of 
Parliament. 

Police said the two-kilo (4.4 lb) bomb went off 
about 8.30 am (0730 GMT) as Gow got into the car 
outside his home in this peaceful southeastern Engl- 
ish village, close to tbe coastal Eastbourne district he 
had represented in the House of Commons since 
1974. 

Asked by reporters at the scene if the 1 RA. which is 
fighting to end British rule in Northern Ireland, was 
responsible for the attack Churchili-Coleman 
replied: “Yes ... It's another typical IRA device." 

He said an IRA unit appeared to have been in the 
area prior to the blast and appealed for witnesses to 
come forward. 

"They have been here previously to ca rry out some 
kind of reconnaissance." Churchili-Coleman told a 
news conference. 

He said Gow had been killed by a large bomb, 
weighing two kilos, placed beneath the car chassis on 
the driver's side. 

Sis hours after the explosion, no group had 
claimed responsibility for planting the bomb. 

The I RA has recently stepped up a wave of attacks 
on military and civilian targets in mainland Britain. 

Thatcher said Gow’s death was a "grievous loss" 
to British politics. Visibly shaken as she spoke to 


reporters outside her Downing Street office, she 
‘ vowed .that- Britain would not yield to terrorist pres- 
sure. . -l; 

Gow’s staunch' advocacy of co'ritinuM union bet- 
ween Britain and Northern Ireland had made him a 
. prime target for the IRA. 

Only last week, be appeared on television to con- 
demn the killing of a Roman Catholic nun and three 
police officers by a landmine in Northern Ireland and 
said the I RA should be warned that "they will never, 
never win. 

“We are never going to surrender to men who can 
carry out this type of murder." he said. . 

Gow was the’ fourth sitting M P to be killed by Irish 
Republican guerrillas since March 1979, when the 
Conservative Parly’s spokesman on Northern 
Ireland, Airey Neave — also a top Thatcher aide — 
was blown up in his car as he drove out ofa House of 
Commons car park . 

Balding and bespectacled. Gow was one of the 
British Parliament's best-known figures and always 
one of the first to deplore the use of violence in pursuit 
o f political goals. 

Churchili-Coleman said Gow's name had been on 
a hit-list found at an apartment in south London used 
by the IRA in 1988. Police found a huge arms cache in 
the apartment while t hey were investigating a nearby 
shooting. 

Wreckage from Gow's car was spread across the 
road from his home. One of the first on the scene. 
Engineer Mark Stewart, 22, said: "It was a terrible 
mess. Tbe car ... was in bits ail over the place." 

A police spokesman said Gow, 53. was still alive 
when emergency services reached the scene at 8.39 am 
but died shortly afterwards. 

Police threw a 200-metre (yards) cordon around 
the bouse while bomb experts with sniffer dogs com- 
bed the area for clues. 


Interpol expands 

East bloc plans to sign up 


LYON, France, July 30, (AP): The end of the cold 
war may help the international criminal police 
organisation, better known as Interpol, live up to its 
name. 

Interpol, the largest international police agency 
with 1 50 member-nations. probably will grant mem- 
bership this year to the Soviet Union and Poland, 
and possibly to Czechoslovakia. 

The global police agency is entering a new era as 
politicians urge closer international co-ordination 
against drug trafficking and other cross-border 
crimes. Gen. Raymond Kendall, the agency’s direc- 
tor, said in an interview. 

‘What you're looking for in Europe today is a 
common denominator,” Kendall said. "Clearly, the 
only common denominator that exists, in police 
work anyway, is Interpol.” 

After 34 years. Interpol remains widely misunder- 
stood. It does not conduct investigations but serves 
as a clearinghouse of information about criminals 
and crimes," including drag trafficking, terrorism, 
art theft and smuggling- 

Soviet membership, expected to be approved at 
Interpol’s general assembly in Ottawa this Septem- 
ber, should give outsiders hard information about 
drag routes stretching from Soviet territory into 
Western Europe. Kendall said. . 

Kendall is a former Scotland Yard chief deputy 
superintendent. He oversaw Interpol's move into a 
new headquarters in Lyon and now is selling the 
agency as a leading element in the fight against 
international crime. . 

Interpol evolved from the International Criminal 
Police Commission started by the Vienna police 
department in 1923 to gather and distribute infor- 
mation on cross-border crime. 

The Nazis dissolved the commission in World 
War II, but it was revived informally in Paris in 1946 


and renamed a decade later. The spy-like designa- 
tion Interpol, a telegraph address code, inspired 
some thriller writers to portray a network of gadget- 
equipped agents hunting criminals. 

Interpol's reality is more mundane. Its employees 
are armed with computers and fax machines, not 
silenced pistols or belt-buckle cameras. 

“We are not James Bonds travelling from one 
place to another.” said Miguel Chamorro of Spain, 
Interpol's executive secretary and second-in-com- 
mand. “We only collect information, analyse it and 
pass it on.” 

No international convention sets guidelines for 
lnierpol, which governments belong to through 
their police agencies. 

Critics say this allows no outside oversight. 

“Interpol isn’t accountable to anyone except 
themselves." said Jerry Arenberg. executive di rector 
of the National Association of Police chiefs in the 
United States. 

Commissioner Burg van Baade of the Utrecht 
police in the Netherlands, on the other hand, feels 
more oversight by governments could turn 
policemen into politicians. 

In defence of Interpol, he said: “Where else can 
you get the United States, Libya and Iran into one 
organisation to work on common goals.” 

Van Baarle says it's up to individual police agen- 
cies to independently verify information they 
receive from Interpol. 

From the beginning, the organisation has traded 
in mugshots, fingerprints and criminal files. In the 
lower-tech 1950s and 1960s, the tools were clubby 
personal contacts, telephones and telexes. 

ImerpoJ responded slowly to technological 
change and the new breed of international crimes 
like terrorism and drug trafficking in the 1 970s amd

Armenian lawmakers 
defying Gorbachev 

Protesters block trains in Georgia 


MOSCOW. July 30, (AP): Armenian lawmakers have voted to defy 
President Mikhail Gorbachev’s decree that armed groups must (urn in 
their weapons and disband, a local activist said yesterday. 

Lawmakers yesterday gave preliminary approval to a resolution that 
would suspend Gorbachev's decree on Armenian territory, as well as in 
the disputed region of Nagorno-Karabakh, according to a spokesman 
for the Armenian National Movement 

The measure will be discussed further at the parliament's session 
. today, said the spokesman in a telephone interview from Armenia’s 

He estimated 10,000-20,000 
Armenians were involved in 
illegally armed groups, but said 
others pul the figure at 40,000 
and as high as 100,000. 

Bakatin acknowledged there 
could be problems implementing 
Gorbachev's decree tf Moscow 
does not have the full co-opera- 
tion of the republics. 

The Interfax News Agency 
reported that many Armenian 
lawmakers sharply oppose the 
decree, and some wanted to form 
an independent Armenian Army 
during the 15 days. 

Gorbachev’s decree encom- 
passed all groups that threatened 
people's lives, seized arms, 
assaulted soldiers or police, or 
attacked military and civilian 
facilities. 

Besides Armenia, Bakatin said 
illegally armed groups also 
operate in Moldavia. Georgia. 

Azerbaijan, Latvia. Lithuania 
and Estonia. 

Bakatin said Interior Ministry 
troops would be sent to republics 
requesting, them* and army_ 
troops could go in if a slate of 
emergency were declared. He 
said many local officials are 
swept up in the same nationalism 
as their neighbours ane are 
powerless to stop ethnic fighting. 

In Armenia, troops have 
seized 6.000 firearms, including 
1,500 automatic weapons, Bak- 
atin said. 

Meanwhile, more than 200 
trains have been blocked in the 
Georgian republic by protesters 
demanding the immediate regis- 
tration of political- groups for 
multiparty elections, a railroad 
official said today. 

Georgy Davidov, the deputy 
rail minister in charge of freight, 
told Soviet television tbe protest 
has held up 500,000 tons of 
cargo, including wheat, oil. 
sugar, meat and gasoline. 

The goods are stuck at the 
Samiredia railway junction of 
the Trans-Caucasian railroad, 
about 2 10 kms ( 125 miles) north- 
west of TbJisi, the republic's 
capital. 

Tbe protest began Thursday to 
press demands that the Georgian 
parliament convene immediately 
to adopt a law to register groups 
for the Oct 28 elections. 

Parliament is not scheduled to 
meet until Aug 17. 

“The situation remains 
unchanged, the trains are held 
up, there is no traffic,” Davidov 
told Soviet television news. 

He said 200 freight trains and a 
dozen passenger trains* were 
stalled, adding that 2,000 of the 
30,000 passengers caught in the 
blockade were still aboard the 
trains. 

■ The Soviet defence network 
would remain in place in the Bal- 
tic even if the three Baltic 
republics seceded from the Soviet 
Union, the region’s naval com- 
mander-in-chief was quoted on 
Sunday as saying. 

Tass news agency said Vitaly

‘Help me lead 
Poland to 
democracy’ 

WARSAW, July 30, (AP): Lech 
Walesa rejected calls from 
ioteflectnals yesterday to dissolve 
his National Citizens Committee 
and urged die pane! to help him 
lead Poland to democracy. 

Walesa addressed a meeting of 
the committee, which since 1988 
had functioned as Solidarity's 
political arm. It was the first meet- 
ing of tbe committee since many of 
Walesa's longest-serving ad risers 
broke ranks with him over his dis- 
pute with Solidarity Prime Mini- 
ster Tad eusz Mazowiecki. 

Even in its reduced state, 
Walesa said, the Citizens Com- 
mittee was “indispensable for 
Poland - which faces such lug 
reforms and such great dangers." 

Responding to recently cir- 
culated accusations that Walesa’s 
new supporters include anti- 
Semitic elements, the committee 
passed a resolution condemning 
all manifestations of anti-semh- 
ism. Some right-wing politicians 
have charged that the Mazowiecki 
camp is dominated by Jews. 

Even “passive toleration" of 
anti-Semitism “could cause 
irreparable moral and political 
harm," tbe resolution said. 

Walesa himself frequently uses 
his Polish Catholics, who make up 
tbe vast majority of tbe popula- 
tion, of the contributions of Jews 
to Poland and tbe suffering of 
Polish Jews during the holocaust. 

More than 70 of Walesa's sen- 
ior advisers aud allies in the 
Solidarity movement who sugges- 
ted at a stormy meeting on June 24 
that tbe committee's role had 
ended stayed away yesterday. 

Instead, most of them took part 
Saturday in the founding Con- 
gress of a pro-government 
political party. 


Bonn, Berlin officials meet 

German talks 
on polls, unity 


EAST BERLIN. July 30. 
(Reuter): East and West Ger- 
many today began discussing the 
procedure for pan-German elec- 
lionsand a treaty on the terms for 
unification. 

Bonn interior Minister Wolf- 
gang Schaeuble and Guenther 
Krause, a senior East German 
slate secretary. . met at East 
Berlin's cabinet office to prepare 
for formal negotiations starting 
on Wednesday. 

“ 1 1 is i raportan i to find an elec- 
toral system that allows a major 
part of the (East German) 
population to be represented in 
parliament and provides legal 
peace and legal security.” Krause 
told reporters. 

He said a consensus was build- 
ing around a system that would 
retain Bonn's five per cent thre- 
shold for parliamentary seats but 
allow smaller parties to enter the 
legislature by forming alliances 
with the main blocs. 

“It is certainly more 
democratic to allow smaller lists 
to be represented in parliament 
at least for a transition period,” 
he said. 

The four partners left in East 
Germany’s ruling coalition were 
to meet later today to iron out 
differences over the timing of 
unification and the mechanics of 
holding the first all-German elec- 
tions in half a century on Decem- 
ber 2. 

Last week the Liberals quit 
Christian Democratic Prime 
Minister Lothar de Maiziere's 
administration in a row over last- 
ditch political manoeuvring in 


the final months of East Ger- 
many’s sovereign existence. 

The Social Democrats decided 
at the last minute not to leave the 
coalition after De Maiziere 
proposed a compromise. 

Coalition parties in Bonn and 
East Berlin hopes to reach an 
accord on the elections by 
tomorrow, ready for the formal 
talks starting on Wednesday. 

The most likely compromise, 
dubbed the “piggyback” system, 
would be to keep West Ger- 
many’s minimum vote hurdle 
but allow smaller parties to ride 
on the same ticket as larger ones. 

This might exclude the once 
mighty Communists, who have 
no larger Western partner. 

Another possibility would be 
to apply a separate five per cent 
hurdle in each of the 16 federal 
stales, giving small parties a bet- 
ter chance o (being represen Led in 
parliament. 

In three days of formal 
negotiations. Schaeuble and 
Krause, backed by large teams of 
experts, will debate the outlines 
of a 500-page political unifica- 
tion treaty and finalise an elec- 
tion treaty to be ratified by the 
two parliaments on August Sand 
9. 

The main treaty covers the 
nuts and bolls of unification — 
everything from traffic rules, 
property rights and abortion law 
to education and the fate of Slasi 
security police files.

Hungary referendum not valid due to low turnout 


BUDAPEST, July 30, (Reuter): Barely one in 
seven Hungarians voted in today’s referen- 
dum to choose how to elect the country's 
president, a turnout so low that it leaves 
parliament to choose the next head of state. 

The turnout, well below the 50 per cent 
required to make the vote valid, boosted the 
presidential chances of interim head of state 
Arpad Gonczand rebuffed the ex-communist 
Hungarian Socialist Party (HSP), one of the 
referendum's main advocates. 

With four-fifths of the vote counted, just 
1 3.8 per cent of H ungary’s 7.85 million voters 
went to the polls on a hot summer day, Janos 
Nemeth, president of the Hungarian Election 
Committee told a news conference. 


Voter apathy left parliament to pick the 
new president as it has done in the past, but of 
those Hungarians who voted, the vast 
majority backed direct elections. 

Of Ihe 862.302 voles 85.9 per cent favoured 
direct elections - advocated by the Jlbr 
and only 14.1 percent voted that parliament 
should elect the head of state, Nemeth said. 

Although nearly one-fifth of the voles were 
still uncounted, it was unlikely the trend could 
change significantly, he added. 

The HSP. the Hungarian Socialist Workers 
Party (HSWPl and leftist inclined indepen- 
dent deputies forced the referendum by 
collecting over 100.000 signatures. 


The results bore out predictions that susp- 
icion of former communist candidates, 
holidays, and general disillusionment in post- 
communist politics would keep voters away 
from the polls. 

“I sense a general feeling of indi Here nee in 
people as great expectations attached to the 
post-communist system were not fulfilled.” 
29-year-old electrical engineer. Karoly Basa 
told Reuters earlier yesterday. 

“These are just last efforts by the commun- 
ists to survive their power,” a young man at a 
Budapest polling station said. 

Some H ungarians also complained at being 
dragged to the polls twice on the same issue.

Villagers rebuild on Ho trail 


HO CHI MINH TRAIL, Laos, 
July 30, (AP): Just off a red clay 
track beside the sparkling 
Tchepone river is the reborn 
hamlet of Ban Dong Nai, which 
American bombers pounded 
into oblivion a generation ago. 

Today, the villagers smile and 
welcome foreign visitors, but the 
older ones still wonder what they 
did to deserve the terror that 
rained from the skies between 
1964 and 1973. 


American planes a [Lacked Ban 
Dong Nai d uri ng the Indo-Chi na 
war because the clay track was 
part of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, 
the network of jungle paths 
through eastern Laos and Cam- 
bodia used by communist north 
Vietnam to move men and sup- 
plies into US-backed south Viet- 
nam. 

Not far across the Vietnamese 
frontier is the former US base at 
Khe San, which Gen. William 
Westmoreland called the key to 
stopping full-sale infiltration 
from the trail.

‘Bombies’ still 
maim in Laos 


PLAIN OF JARS. Laos. July 30. (AP): Children round two metal 
spheres the size of lennis balls and were playing with them when the toys 
exploded, killing u 7-ycar-old boy and seriously woundinganotherchild. 

That was in April, in Ban Na Dec village. Nearly two decades after the 
air war ended, small anti-personnel bombs dropped on Laos by 
American planes kill and maim dozens of people a year. 

The Plain of Jars, a remote region of central Laos named for the 
hundreds of ancient burial urns spread over its undulating hills, was one 
of the most heavily bombed areas of Indochina between 1964 and 1973. 

American planes rained “bombies,” as the Laotians call the anti- 
personnel bomblets.and thousands of tonnes of conventional bombs on 
areas under the control of Laotian communist guerrillas. 

The small round bombs, designed to kill or disable people, explode and 


spew ball bearings, tiny darts or slivers of metal or plastic. Many that did 
not go offlie hidden in rice paddies and longgrass throughout the Plain of 


Jars.- 


Xieng Khouang province officials said 19 people had been killed and 
39 wounded by the bomblets in 1990. Boua Van, a provincial adminis- 
trator, said more than 1.000 people had been killed in Xieng Khouang 
since the bombing ended in 1973, two-thirds of them children. 


Western aid workers say villagers are afraid to farm in many pans of 
the province. 

“The villagers are subsistence farmers who have to go out and dig for 
their living," a Laotian official said, on condition of anonymity. 


“When they go out to plow their fields or dig latrines, they risk 
uncovering a bomblc. In some cases the decision where to dig an 


irrigation ditch depends on whether there are bombies around.* 

Some of the war’s leftovers have been welcome. Scrap merchants say 
they wilt be inbusiness for years with the debris littering the Plain of Jars. 

Kham Meuang said he sells tonnes of bomb scraps and aluminium 
from downed US aircraft to buyers in Thailand and Vietnam. 


Ball bearings from “bombies” can be used to repair bicycles, he said, 
and aircraft aluminium brings a profit of SI a kilogramme (2.2 pounds) 
when sold to Thai buyers. * 


“It’s best quality, better than the stuff they can get over there,” the 


merchant sai 

Aluminium scrap of lesser quality is made into the spoons found in 
noodle stalls. Livestock wear bells crafted from bomb parts. 

Under-wing fuel tanks from jet fighters have become elegant canoes in 
Savannakhet province. 

Hmong Hill people make traditional-style jewellery from aircraft 
aluminium, which they say is lighter, more plentiful and cheaper than 
silver. 

Villagers say large unexploded bombs are relatively easy to avoid or 
defuse, but that some of the bom blets have no external fuse mechanisms 
and may explode without warning.

War criminal in 
serious condition 


A DELA1 DE, Australia. July 30. 
(UP!): A man due in court today 
lo stand trial for the slayings of 
24 people in the Ukraine during 
World War II was in serious con- 
dition after being shot in the 
chest by an unknown assailant. 

Police are treating the case as 
attempted murder, a spokesman 
said. 

A 24-hour police guard has 
been placed on Ivan Polyuk- 
hovich, 74. who was in intensive 
care after undergoing emergency 
surgery yesterday to remove a 
bullet from his chest. 

An automatic handgun, a .22-' 
calibre Beretta, believed to be the 
weapon used in the attack, was 
found in long grass about near 
Lhe scene of the shooting. 


Police later found three spent 
shells nearPolyukhovich's body. 

Doctors today took Polyuk- 
hovich off the critical list and said 
he was in a serious but stable 
condition, a hospital spokesman 
said. 

Polyukhovich was the first 
man to be charged under Aus- 
tralian war crimes legislation and 
wasdue Lo facea committal hear- 
ing today in Adelaide's magis- 
trate’s court. 

Polyukhovich was charged in 
January with killing 24 people 
and with being knowingly con- 
cerned with the deaths of 850 
others in the Ukraine during 
World War II. 

No new date for the trial was 
set.

One programme sent 50 
Laotians to the Soviet Union to 
become railroad engineers, a 
Western diplomat said. Laos has 
no railroad. 

Trade is hampered by lack of 
direct access to the sea and by 
derelict road and telephone sys- 
tems. The nation's 4 million peo- 
ple are spread over an area the 
size of Britain, and most 
educated Laotians have fled. 

Infant mortality is among the 
world’s highest, 200 per 1,000 
births in some areas. V anna ret 
Rajaprop, vice minister of 
health, said it “is a very impor- 
tant problem for us. We need the 
labour and manpower for 
1 development." 

Among the country's assets 
are rich supplies of timber and 
minerals. 

Analysts say the unspoiled 
'countryside and tropical climate 
provide great potential for tour- 
ism, but the government shows 
no enthusiasm for foreigners. It 
is eliminating the drug culture 
and prostitution that attracted 
Western “hippies" before 1975, 
and now limits the number of 
visitors. 

Vietiane has few hotels. In 
Phone Savane, a town on the 
legendary Plain of Jars, the only 
hotel is made of moldering 
plywood. 

When an aging Soviet 
Antonov aircraft crashed on lan- 
ding late in 1989, Laos was left 
with only five domestic passen- • 
ger planes. Officials say they 
haven’t enough money to replace 
Lhe Antonov. 

In hopes of obtaining foreign 
cash to fill some of the gaps, the 
National Assembly recently pas- 
sed laws intended to increase 
investor confidence.

BACOLOD, Philippines, July 30, (AP): The military agreed 
today to demands by communist rebels fora three-day ceasefire 
to free a US Peace Corps volunteer and a Japanese aid worker 
held on the central island of Negros. 

Officials said the two, Timothy Swanson, 26, and Fumio 
Mizuno, 36, were expected to be freed separately onThursday. 

In Manila, US embassy spokesman Stanley Schrager said 
Swanson would probably be flown to the capital after his 
release and later sent to the United States. 


The Rev. Antonio Fortich, retired Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Negros Island, said the rebels asked for the truce in seven 
communities on Negros between Wednesday and Friday. 

Brig. Gen. Raymundo Jarque, military commander of 
Negros, said he agreed to a temporary “cessation ofhostilities” 
and that troops would not interfere with the release. 


Fortich told reporters the two were in good condition and 
that Mizuno, an official of the Organisation of Industrial. 
Spiritual and Cultural Advancement, was spending time play- 
ing basketball with his captors. 

Fortich said the letter also contained demands. He refused to 
elaborate but said they did not include ransom.

ULAN BATOR. July 30, (AP): 
Communist Party chairman 
Gombojavyn Ochirbat and the 
leaders of several new opposition 
parties won legislative seats in 
Mongolia’s Grst free elections, 
the opposition parties announ- 
ced today. 

“There will be quite enough 
supporters of democratic 
change" in the new legislature to 
have an impact, 'said Sonomt- 
serengiin Mendsaikhan, 
secretary of the opposition 
Social Democratic Party. “We 
cannot say Mongolia now is 
democratic, but it has taken the 
first step toward democracy." 

The total number of seats won 
by each party was not available 
today. The National Election 
Commission said it had not 
received reports from all dis- 
tricts. and that itdid not expect to 
announce complete results until 
Wednesday. 

Ballots from yesterday's dec- 
don, which added Mongolia to 
the ranks of Soviet-bloc coun- 
tries embracing democracy, were 
being counted by hand . 

Polling places are telephoning 
vote totals to the commission in 
Ulan Bator, but the count is not 
considered official until written 
figures are delivered. More than 
90 per cent of Mongolia’s 
approximately i million eligible 
voters took part despite heavy 
rains that washed out roads in 


some parts of the country. 

The communists, in power 
since 1 921, are being challenged 
by five new opposition parties 
that were bora last winter out of 
popular demonstrations against 
decades of authoritarian rule. All 
parties agree on the need for 
greater freedom and market- 
style economic reform, but they 
differ on the pace and boldness 
those changes should take. 

The communists were guaran- 
teed control of the national leg- 
islature, the 430-seat Great Peo- 
ple’s hurai, because the new par- 
ties could not no min ate can- 
didates for all the seats in time. 
However, the opposition hoped 
to win a majority in the 53-seat 
small Hurai, which will meet bet- 
ween the great Hural’s annual 
sessions. 

The National Election Com- 
mission issued no results for 
great Hurai races, but opposition 
parties released the totals for 
constituencies where they fend 
candidates. 

The Party of National 
Progress, which had candidates 
for l8seats,said they won .at least 
seven. 

They lost in a key race, against . 
Communist Party chairman 
OchirbaL They reported Ochir- 
bat won 5 1 .3 per oeni of the vote, 
to 47.8 per cent for their can- 
didate, a 29-year-old lawyer 
named Gan bold.

Ghost of Zia-ul-Haq hauntsPakistani politics 


ISLAMABAD, July 30, (Reuter): Every 
day, in the stifling heat of the Pakistani 
summer, small numbers of the faithful 
gather in front of the Faisal Mosque in 
Islamabad to make their devotions. 

The prayers and benedictions are not 
directed at Allah. They are for General 
Mohammad Zia-Ul-Haq, the military ruler 
who dominated Pakistan for 1 1 years before 
-be died in a mysterious plane crash in 
August, 1988. 

Zia s death set off the popular grounds- 
well that brought Benazir Bhutto, the first 
female prime minister in the fcfarnk : world, 
to power. 

But almost two years after his death, the 
steely-eyed general, and the military power 
he represented, continue to cast a long 
shadow over Pakistan's troubled young 
democracy. 


“We are used to generals," said an official 
in the southern city of Karachi. “In Pakis- 
tan, all of our democratically elected gover- 
nments fall sooner or later to martial law." 

The Zia administration was not Pakis- 
tan's first military government. General 
Ayub Khan overthrew a civilian govern- 
ment in 1938. He was succeeded in 1969 by 
General Yahya Khan, who lasted only two 
years before the country returned to civilian 
rule under Bhutto's father, Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto. 

Zia seized power from Zulfikar AH 
Bhutto in 1977, portraying himself as a son 
of the soil bent on rooting out the corruption 
and inefficiency of a feudal ruling elite. 

During his rule, Pakistan began 
implementing Islamic laws and the army 
exerted strict control, jailing thousands of 
political dissidents, including Benazir 


Bbuito. 

Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who founded the 
Pakistan People's Party (PPP) that his 
daughter now heads, was tried on charges of 
instigating a murder and hanged in 1979 
after Zia rejected appeals for clemency. 

Despised as a despot by many, Zia kept 
Pakistan firmly in line. Now, amid amid 
mounting problems, his sombre figure has a 
become a political touchstone against which 
an embattled Benazir Bhutto measures het 
successes and critics tick ofTher failures. 

Benazir was elected because of her long 
fight against Zia. Without Zia, there would 
be no Benazir,'* said a diplomat in 
Islamabad. 

Bhutto, who in her biography described 
the mustachioed Zia as looking “tike an 
English cartoon villain", frequently invokes 
the grim spectre of the dead general t o' 


remind the people of Pakistan how far they 
have come. 

Her speeches are peppered with referen- 
ces to Pakistan's suffering under military 
dictatorship and its "brave struggle" to re- 
establish democracy. 

But critics say the Zia excuse is wearing 
thin, and charge her with failing to address 
crises that have exploded since the general's 
death, including anarchy in Benazir's home 
province of Sind, increased tensions with 
India, chaos in Parliament and serious econ- 
omic problems. 

"She has proved her maturity, her lack of 
sagacity, lack of wisdom, lack of compre- 
hension, lack of vision." opposition leg- 
islator Abida Hussain said in a recent speech 
to Parliament 

"There is a general disillusionment with 
political parties. It has become simply a war 


of words, and people a re fed up with it said 
Mushahid Hussain, a respected political 
analyst. 

"The army is seen as an arbiter that is 
beyond party politics ... above the fray." he 
said. ‘‘This could be a dangerous develop- 
ment." 

Hints of nostalgia for the days of military 
rule are tricky for Benazir, whose precarious 
compromise with army leaders has been 
most strained in recent months by the out- 
break of violence between immigrant 
Mohajirsand the native inhabitants of Sind. 

Benazir, who effectively shares power 
with two Zia proteges. President Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan and armed forces chief Mirza 
Aslam Beg, has been under heavy pressure 
to give the army greater leeway to enforce 
order in Sind, a move tantamount to admit- 
ting her own inability to maintain the peace. 


"She is ruling because ihe army has 
decided to lei her rule for the time being." 
said the diplomat. "The army will always 
have the last say." 

A June poll by the Pakistan Institute of 
Public Opinion revealed that 38 per cent of 
respondents thought martial law should be 
re-imposed, against 19 per cent in a poll 
taken in November, 1989. 

The general's image took a beating after 
the PPP came to power in 19S8. but political 
analysis say it seems to be regaining some of 
its spit-and-polish shine. 

"Zia is an effective symbol, and many in 
the opposition are starling to hang their 
reputations on him." said a diplomat. 

"I ihought Zia was a good man." said 36- 
year-old faxi driver who said he had no 
political affiliation. “Under Zia. we knew 
somebody was running ihe government-*'

Thailand 
raps US 
shift on 
Cambodia 

BANGKOK, July 30, (UPI): 
The Thai military today said the 
US shift in policy toward Cam- 
bodia will drive the brutal 
Khmer Rouge into a comer and 
accelerate the fighting inside 
Cambodia. 

“The United States see only 
their own benefits, it's not a 
proper action," said Lt Gen. 
Naruedol Dejpradiyuth, spokes- 
man for the supreme command. 

Naruedol said the recent US 
shift in policy, announcing that it 
favoured withdrawing recogni- 
tion of the Cambodian resistance 
at the UN, will accelerate the 
fighting; between the Viet- 
namese-installed government of 
Prime Minis ter Hun Sen and the 
tripartite guerrillas based in 
Thailand. 

The Thai military, faced with 
the battle-hardened Vietnamese 
Army of over a million men on 
Thailand's border with Cam- 
bodia in 1979. was eager to allow 
the Khmer Rouge to organise a 
guerrilla force as a buffer bet- 
ween Thai and Vietnamese for- 
ces. Thailand’s principal objec- 
tive in the past decade has been to 
keep the Indochinese warfare 
from spiltlDK over„.iflto, its 
. territory andtqlimittbe refugee 
problem to border camps'. '* ' 

The Thai spokesman said 
Washington’s decision will drive 
the Khmer Rouge — blamed for 
the death of more than 1 million 
civilians during its 1975-1978 
rule — to the “dark corner.” 

“The Khmer Rouge is Khmer. 
If we don't want them, where can 
we keep them? Will the United 
States take them?" Naruedol 
said. He echoed longstanding 
Thai fears that a half million 
Cambodian' refugees, many 
armed and militant, will remain 
on Thai soil as a future problem 
for Thais to deal with once Wes- 
tern interest in the region wanes. 

He said the three resistance 
armies have escalated military 
attacks against the government 
troops in various areas in north- 
western Cambodia while the 
Khmer Rouge destroyed one 
government jetfighter at Kom- 
pongThom airport, 75 males ( 1 20 
km) north of Phnom Penh. 

He said government troops 
started to use airstrikes to stop 
the guerrillas in aresa northwest 
of Phnom Penh. 

“The situation is so tough that 
(the Cambodian President) 
Heng Samrin’s troops have to 
use jet fighters,” Naruedol said. 

Vietnam invaded Cambodia 
in late 1978, ousted the Khmer 
Rouge and installed the Phnom 
Penh regime. 

■ Cambodian nationalist 
leader Son Sana today blamed 
the Phnom Penh government for 
the postponement of a scheduled 
meeting in Paris among Cam- 
bodian political factions. 

Son Sarin told a Paris press 
conference thaL Cambodian 
Prime Minister Hun Sen was res- 
ponsible for the last minute post- 
ponement of the meeting and 
said the US Congress was 
“influenced by Vietnamese 
propaganda.” 


Singapore, China 
talk on relations 

SINGAPORE, July 30, 
(Reuter): Chinese officials began 
talks here today on establishing 
diplomatic relations with Sin- 
gapore, Asian diplomats said. 

One diplomat said the talks 
were “preliminary in nature” 
and a senior Chinese minister 
Whs expected to arrive later this 
year before a formal announ- 
cement was made. 

The Foreign Affairs Ministry 
said the Chinese delegation, 
which arrived on Friday, would 
leave tomorrow. It declined fur- 
ther comment. The Chinese 
delegation could not be reached. 

Singapore has said it expects to 

establish relations with China 
after Indonesia does so. Indon- 
esia and China are scheduled to 
resume diplomatic links on 
August 8 after a 23-year break.

Separatists shoot top police officer 

Assam minister qu its 


NEW DELHI, July 30. (AP): The home mini- 
ster of Assam state resigned following the 
assassination of a senior police officer by 
militant separatists, news reports said. 

"The shooting yesterday^ Carrie hours after 
militants of the United Liberation Front of 
Assamfreed the •general manager of the state- 
-owned oil company and two other hostages in 
exchange for three imprisoned comrades. 

The events marked an upsurge in violence in 
the resource-rich eastern state of Assam, where 
a persistent guerrilla campaign is being waged 
for independence from India. 

Gunmen yesterday pumped automatic gun- 
fire into the car of district police superintendent 
Daulat Singh Negi, killing him. his bodyguard 
and driver. There was no immediate claim of 
responsibility, but reports based on police 
accounts blamed the Ulfa. 

Home Minister Bhrigu Phukaa, who was in 
charge o the two-week negotiations to free the 
hostages, submitted his resignation, taking 
moral responsibility for Negi's death, the 
United News of India reported. 

The series of events began July 16 when 
gunmen seized H.K.L. Das, the govememnt- 
appointed head of the Guwahati refinery, his 
son Axnnaroath and his driver An up Duara. 


They demanded the release of three activists 
awaiting trial in connection with alleged terror- 
ist activities. 

On Phukan's intervention, the three activists 
were granted ball. Shortly after midnight yes- 


reported. 

Duara, the released driver, told report es the 
hostages were kept bound and blindfolded 
except briefly in the mornings. He estimated 
that they were held about two hours from 
Assam ’scapital. Guwahati, and were moved by 
foot every night to a new hiding place. 

Their captors treated them politely and 
asked foregiveness before releasing them, 
Duara was quoted as saying. 

Assam, a tea -and oil-producing region in 
India's remote eastern region underwent a 
student-led violent campaign in the early 1980s 
over the fedeal government's failure to pump 
oil revenues back into the state for develop- 
ment, and over an influx of refugees from 
Bangladesh. 

About 3,600 people were killed befre the 
conflict ended in 1985 with an agreement for 
greater autonomy. But the accord was rejected 
by radicals who want to secede from India. 


US ‘atomic reunion’ 

Survivors to dedicate peace monument 


Marquardt looks back 45 years, he focuses on a mill- 
isecond: the vibration of a steeply banking B-29 and the 
fireball, always the fireball, rising from Hiroshima. 

“It was such a terrific blast. It was like the sun had come 
out of the ground and just exploded." recalls Marquardt, 
who was pilot of a chase plane that accompanied the 
bomber Enola Gay on Aug 6, 1945. 

More than half a lifetime later. Marquardt and other 
members of the 509th composite group will gather on the 
desert west of Salt Lake City to celebrate the peace they 
believe the at omk bomb brought. 

The Aug 25 dedication of a peace memorial in the town 
of Wendover, Nevada, is expected to draw more than 200 
members of the bomber group. 

They will include retired Brig. Gen. Paul W. Tibbets, 
pilot of the Enola Gay. the B-29 that dropped the A-bomb 
on Hiroshima. Also expected at the reunion is retired 
Gen. Charles “Chuck" Sweeney, who flew the B-29 that 
dropped the A-bomb on Nagasaki three days after the 
Hiroshima attack. Nearly 200.000 people died in the 
bombings, and Japan capitulated five days later, ending 
World War II. 

Among the speakers will be Hideaki Kase, an author 
and adviser to two Japanese prime ministers. In a tele- 
phone interview from Tokyo. Kase said the idea ofspeak- 
mg to his country's former enemies was disconcerting. 

“What 1 know is this: Japan during the war also had a . 
programme to develop a nuclear bomb, and had we 
succeeded I’m sure we would have used it. We have no 
ground to complain," Kase said. ..... 

The ceremony will dedicate a 16-foot (5-metre) obelisk 
honouring the 509th, "all who contributed to bring his 
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building left standing near the hypocentre. 

When Hiroshima launched a major refurbishment of 
the nearby peace memorial museum, citizens and civic 
groups demanded the city include an “aggressor’s corner" 
to exhibit Japan's aggressive role in the war. City officials 
refused. 

The anniversaries of the atomic bombings are observed 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki, and each year the names of 
those who have died in the past year due to continuing 
effects of radiation or other A-bomb injuries are added to 
the list of those mourned. Japan officially abhors nuclear 
arms, and there are numerous anti-nuclear groups in the 
country. 

Kase said he will tell mem bersoftbe 509th that the use of 
the atom bomb on Japan helped prevent a Third World 
war. 

“It was this power that has prevented it. Peace through 
strength." be said. 

Sweeney, now 70, agrees. "As a military man, 1 think ... 
maybe we stopped some World Wars," he said from his 
home in Milton, Massachusetts. 

The 509th, with Tibbets in command, was formed hi 
September 1944 specifically to drop the "gadget" being 
developed at Los Alamos. New Mexico. The unit consisted 
ofl 5 modified B-29s. 220 officers and 1,500 enlisted men. 

“We never q uestioned what we were doing or why. ... We 
were dedicated to Tibbets,” said Marquardt, 71 . 

Tibbets, Sweeney and Marquardt repeatedly have said 
they feel neither remorse nor regret. 

"If I ever approach that feeling, I start thinking about 
the rape of Nanking, and the duplicity of them lying to our 
president while they were bombing Pearl Harbour,” 
Sweeney said. "I think of all my classmates who were 
killed."

**We are exploring the pos- 
lability of sending admission cards 
to students in Jaffna, Mannar, 
Mnllaitivo, Kilinochchi and 
Vavuniya m the northern province 
and Batticaloa district in the eas- 
tern province,” Vedamulla said 
adding that “we may even try to 
have special centres set op in 
Colombo and Ptoonarnwa in the 
north-central province to enable 
students who wish to sit for the 

examination.” 

Meanwhile, there were several 
movements in the northern 
province yesterday, security 
reports reaching the Joint Opera- 
tions Command (JOC) and 
Colombo said today. 

Over 1,000 soldiers were air-lif- 
ted to Palaly in the northern 
province and Anundhapan in the 
central province.

Seoul calls for contact

SEOUL, July 30, (UPI): South 
Korea told North Korea today

The government sent a tele- 
phone message to North Korean 
Prime Minister Yon Hyong- 
Muk and deplored that a meeting 
it proposed for today to 
implement President .Roh Tae- 
Woo's offer for “grand inler- 
Korean exchanges of people” in 
August failed to materialize. 

"Exchanges of visits between 
the South and the North are the 
best means to convert a relation- 
ship of separation and confron- 
tation into one of reconciliation 
and co-operation ..." said the 
message in the name of Prime 
Minister Kang Young-Hoon. 

President Roh in a declaration 
on July 20 said South Korea will

Jiang makes rare trip to Tibet, rails against separatists* anti-Chinese moves 


BEUING, July 30, (UPI): China's Communist 
Party chief made a rare trip to Tibet, where he drove 
home Beijing’s hard-line pledge to crush any 
separatist or anti-Chinese moves in the ostensibly 
autonomous mountain region, it was reported 
today. 

The official Xinhua News Agency said party 
nerai secretary Jiang Zemin travelled to the restive 
unese-ruled region Ji 


uly 20 but did not explain the 
10-day delay in reporting it. The visit also was 
reported on central television and in the official 
press. 


The last visit by a Communist Party general 
secretary was the May 1980 tour made by reform- 
minded Chief Hu Yaobang, who irked party hard- 
liners by recommending government concessions 
allowing Tibet to reject any central policies "not 
suited to Tibetan conditions." 

Jiang brought no such message of conciliation, 
instead ordering local communist officials and 
government soldiers to step up their vigilance- 
against anti-Chinese movements in what is officially 
called the Tibet autonomous region. 

“(Jiang) stressed that it is imperative to take 


resolute measures to crack down on the activities of 
splittists at home and abroad creating disturbances 
and violating social order,” Xinhua said. 

“Splittists” is the Chinese government term for 
separatists. 

Separatists “abroad” presumably include 
Tibetan Buddhism's exiled god-king, the Dalai 
Lama, who has led an anti-Chinese movement of 
Tibetans from the Indian Himalayas since a failed 
uprising in 1959. 

Anti-Chinese sentiment has simmered in Tibet 


among India's Hindu majority and the crucial support provided by the 
right-wing Hindu Bharatiya Janata Party for Prime Minister Vishwan- 
ath Pratap Singh's minority government. 

India, frequently convulsed by religious conflict, has some 650 
million Hindus among a population of 810 million, with 23 million 
Christians. 

“It is also frustration that a community known for running India's 
best schools, colleges and hospitals are trampled upon because they 
don't advocate violence as a means to solving their problems." said a 

leader of the ruling National 
Front alliance. 

Sikh separatist violence in 
Punjab and Muslim militancy in 
Kashmir are the two major 
challenges facing the National 
Front government, which came 
to power in last November's gen- 
eral election. 

"We are taken advantage of 
since we are not violent," Father 
John D'Cunha. administrator of 
the Catholic Bishops Conference 
of India, told Reuters in New 
Delhi. 

D'Cunha said the rape of the 
two Franciscan nuns in Gajrauia 
town in Uttar Pradesh state had 
forced the community to register 
its disapproval. 

Schools and colleges run by 
Christians were closed today in 
the southern state of Kerala in a 
day of protest. 

D'Cunha said Christians 
would dose schools and colleges 
in Delhi and Uttar Pradesh on 
Wednesday and march to the 
residences of President Ramas- 
wamy Venkataraman and the 
prime minister to band over 
memorandums demanding swift 
action. 

“The government (of Uttar 
Pradesh) is shielding the guilty 
.... We are being persecuted," 
D’Cunha said. 

' Christians and feminist 
groups were outraged when Suk- 
hda Mishra. a female cabinet 
minister in the stale government 
who had been sent to investigate 
the crime, rejected ihe nuns’ 
statements that they had been 
raped. 

The furore brought the Chief 
Minister of Uttar Pradesh. 
Mulayam Singh Y'adav. to 
Gajrauia two weeks later. 

He quickly accepted the nuns’ 
version and announced the tran- 
sfer of the police officer who 
investigated the crime and the 
government doctor who told 
- Mishra there had been no rape. 

3 killed in 
Pakistan 
gunfight 

LAHORE, July 30, (Reuter): 
G unfights between rival Muslim 
sects killed three people and 
injured more than 30 in two days 
in Pakistan's populous Punjab 
province, police said today. 

Authorities imposed a day- 
long curfew on the central Pun- 
jab town of Jhang today after 24 
people were injured in a clash 
yesterday between Sunnis and 
Shi'ites. 

Tension has mounted between 
the two sects in the past few days 
amid a 10-day traditional Shi’ile 
mourning period commemorat- 
ing the death 14 centuries ago of 
Hussain, grandson of the Pro- 
phet Mohammed (PBUH). 

Two Shi'ites were killed by 
Sunnis last night at Taunsa 
Sharif in southwestern Punjab, 
police said. One person was 
lulled in a gunfight at Muzaffar- 
garh, in the south of the province. 

At Jhang. gunmen fired from 
rooftops and threw explosives at 
a Shi’ite mourning procession 
yesterday, a government 
statement said. Police escorting 
the procession returned the fire. 

Twenty policemen and four 
civilians were injured, it said. 

Despite thecurfew, authorities 
allowed a Shi'ite procession to 
march along a 15-km (1. 5-mile) 
route in Jhang today under the 
protection of police and troops 
without incident, Jhang district 
magistrate Mohammad Athar 
Tahir said. 

Authorities have alerted 
security forces to ward off sec- 
tarian clashes.

Foreign currency trading operation rooms at local banks are characterised by traders 
always on high alert surrounded invariably with loud-ringing telephones and TV computer 
monitors. 

One of the operators said that the rates of currencies constantly fluctuate, due to 
political and economic developments in the world. She said that her job required her to 
follow up alt such developments on the politic-economic map in order to help her make 
careful projections ol what is likely to affect the rates of currencies. 

AmjadAI Zamei. said it ishard to guarantee the validity of projections which are based on 
conjectures, as the factors affecting currency rates are hard to predict 

She said that the projections made in the seventies, for instance, were more precise than 
those made now, as the currency rates were not so affected by political statements, but 
were mainly responsive to economic indicators which were the major factors influencing 
currency rates.

Tipping becomes an 
accepted norm here 


Agricultural authority 


Substantial aid to 
livestock farmers 


THOUGH the practice of tipping for services ren- 
dered has become an accepted norm in Western 
countries, till recently in Kuwait it was considered to 
be an exception. However, this situation seems lo 
have changed in tbe very recent past and customs*! 
now believe that it is imperative to tip if they expect, 
good service. 

A local daily conducted an opinion poll to deter- 
mine the views of a cross-section of society. 

Hamed Badawi, a labourer at one of the car wash 
stations said that he receives KD90 salary every 
month and as his saldry cannot cover living costs, he 
has to augment it with tips. He said that the amount 
of tips he receives monthly depends to a large extent 
on the season and various other festive occasions. 

Judgement 

However, on an average he said that he received 
tips between KD60 to KD70 every month. He 
indicated that most customers who own expensive 
vehicles pay more by way of tips than those who own 
older vehicles. He added that he does not discrimin- 
ate between a customer, but does put more effort on 
a vehicle whose customer tips. He commented that 
he has developed a good sense ofjudgement towards 
customers who tip and those who do noL 

Generally, speaking he said that men customers 
tend lo tip more than females. However, he said that 
quite often a customer asks for good services 
promising a good tip, but leaves without paying any . 

Marwan AJ Hareeri another car wash labourer 
said that he has been working in the same job for 
nine years and that tips are important to him 
because a salary alone cannot cover living expenses. 
He pointed out that without tips he would not stay 
another minute in the same job adding that those 
who pay more receive better service and care than 
those who don't pay. 


At the time being, he doesn't consider taking up 
another job because working at a car wash is the 
ideal place for Ups. For each vehicle he washes he 
gets between 250 and 750 fils and some customers 
pay KD 1. The highest tip he ever received while 
working at the same car wash station was KD 10 
during one of the Eids, he said. 


Abdullah Ali Al Jourani, a customer said that he 
is against tipping unless for specific humane situa- 
tions. He added that in general the tips phenomenon 
has become very common in society and .that it 
would be haTd noCtopay a-iip particularly wheaa 
labourer deliberately embarrasses you irr frdnt of 
everybody. 

He added that the amount of tips vary from one , 
place to another. He pays 250 fils at car wash station 
and the same tip at the vegetable and fruit markets 
and co-operative societies. He indicated that the 
situation is different at hotels and large restaurants. 

He stated that in order to get good services, a 
customer should at least give a sign to the labourer 
concerned prior to performing such service. He 
added that he had to avoid going to several places 
due to the way some labourers pester a customer for 
a tip. He stated that some of them act in a very pushy 
manner and harrass customers. 

Bribes 

Jourani considers tips as bribes which customers 
are forced topay to ensure better service. He pointed 
out that tipping is a strange phenomenon in Kuwaiti 
society and called on officials to end the habiL 

Ahmad Abdullah, another customer said that he 
only pays tips to elderly labourers as a humane act 
He feels that older labourers cannot take work 
pressure like the young ones. On an average he pays 
KD 1-2 depending on the type of services. 

He was more willing to tip a labourer who doesn't 
request it before performing his work. 

Support 

Mohammed Al Mesbah does not pay any tips at 
all. He considers tips as bribes adding that a labourer 
should not demand a tip as long as he is getting a 
salary for his job. 

Fatema Jasem AJ Ajmi said that some labourers 
deserve tips; particularly expatriates who come 
from poor countries and receive low salaries in 
addition to being old. She expressed support for the 
tips phenomenon adding that she considers tips to 
be a kindly gesture to the needy. She pointed out, 
however, that labourers should not get accustomed 
to receiving tips from customers and should concen- 
trate more on doing their jobs honestly. 


Used car decision 
to be re-evaluated 

THE decision ofthe Council of Ministers to prohibit the import of cars 
that are over two-years-old mil be re-evaluated in light of complaints 
by both individuals and merchants. 

Speaking on the issue, tbe Minister of Commerce and Industry, 
Naser Al Roudhan explained that individuals on an average import on 
a totalised basis 100 cars for their own use and not for trade. Con- 
sequently, this figure does not affect the local market. 

Meanwhile, the official commenting on the results of meetings ofthe 
GCC-EEC committee said that negotiation schedules between GCC 
slates and the European Economic Community are being advanced 
due to the collective stand of the GCC states. This has lent political 
support to the GCC states, he said. 

In a related development, reliable sources said that negotiations 
between GCC and EEC are ongoing and commented that some 
officials of the EEC said that Gulf states should unify customs duties on 
European exports. 

Sources said that Gulf officials believe the problem can be solved by 
agreeing to suspend customs duties on European exports during the 
period of negotiations. However, the sources said that the Gulf officials 
believe that the most serious problem is the European “lobby" related 
to the European petrochemical industry that rejects any agreement of 
free commerce with the GCC states. 

The EEC imported from GCC member states about 8.621 million 
Euro-monetary units in 1988 and 1 2,828 million units were exported to 
GCC states during the same period, sources said. ‘

THE Minister of Health- Dr 
Abdul Wahab Al Fawzan has 
formed a co-ordinating commit- 
tee to regulate the use of chemical 
substances, under the chairman- 
ship of the secretary of the 
Environmental Protection 
Council Ibrahim Mohammad 
Hadi. 

The committee consists of 
representatives from the minis- 
tries of interior, oil, health, com- 
munications, Kuwait Institute 
for Scientific Research, Public 
Authority for Agricultural 
Affairs and Fish Resources, 
Kuwait Fire Department, 
Kuwait Municipality and others. 

The committee will lay down 
import regulations • for 
chemicals, establish packaging 
and destruction constraints of 
expired items or chemical wastes. 


THE deputy director-general for 
_ 3 gynal jesourees at the I*jtblie 
Authority for Agricultural 
Affairs and Fish Resources Dr 
•’ Sultan Ahmad Sultan has said 
that the authority is offering sub- 
stantial aid to farmers through 
direct and indirect support of the 
poultry sector, in the amount of 
KD 230 annually for the pur- 
chase of medical supplies, and 
vaccines.

Garbage remains uncollected for two 
days resulting in foul odour. 

The official recommended that the con- 
tractor provide a garbage container for 
each house in the area with the house 
number clearly indicated on each con- 
tainer. In this respect, he said that fines 


should be imposed on families who do not 
make use of the cleanliness facilities and 
violate the law. 

He also criticised those who leave their 
scrap cars in public places. The spread of 
“scores of scrapped cars" all over Kuwait 
is uncivilised, he said. 

Meanwhile, the daily interviewed the 
controller of Kuwait Municipality at the 
second area who confirmed that the clean- 
ing contract in the area will be awarded to 
another contractor as of October. 1990. 


Ali Al Houti, the controller said that the 
old contract had expired. He said that 
citizens will witness positive developments 
in the sphere of cleaning due to the new 
stipulations of the tender. 

He pointed out that three cleaning com' 
panies have been contracted with to under- 
take these services at Rumeithiya. Salwa. 
Mishref, Bayan. Maidan Hawally and Sal- 
miya areas. The official called upon 
citizens to place their garbage in bins at 
specific times.

He denied that Kuwait was extrac- 
ting oil beyond its territory, and 
stressed: “Kuwait produces only 
from its territory, and if there is any 
misunderstanding, this should be 
resolved through the formation of a 
joint panel to discuss the issue.*’ 

Asked as to whether Kuwait had 
made a “big compromise,” the mini- 
ster maintained, “there is no doubt ... 
by Kuwait not asking for an increase 
in quota, it made a compromise. 
Other states made compromises 
also," be added. 

Responding to a question on 
whether he had Dew plans as be was 
just newly appointed, Al Ameeri 
indicated that as yet, not enough time 
had gone by since his appointment to 
allow for a thorough evaluation. 

Commenting on price tendencies 
in the future, the Kuwaiti oil minister 
said that it was difT cult to foresee just 
yet bow price will behave, but be 
hoped, if quotas were respected, that 
oil prices would increase and reach 
the reference price of S2I . 

The National Council's External 
Relations Committee held a meeting 
here today in presence of Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmed and the 
council's acting Speaker Rashid 
A wad. 

The meeting was called for by 
Sheikh Sabah who briefed the com- 
mittee on the latest developments 
regarding the situation between 
Kuwait and Iraq. 

The United States Ambassador in 
Syria, Edward Qjerejian hoped that 
Kuwait and Iraq would reach a 
peaceful settlement of their dispute. 

Addressing a press conference the 
American envoy repealed US com- 
mitment to protect its vital interests 
in the Arabian Gulf and said Washin- 
gton strives for a peaceful end to 
current tension in the Gulf. 

Urging all concerned parties and 
the Gulf states to take necessary 
measures to maintain peace in the 
region, Djerejian praised Arab 
diplomatic efforts as positive and 
hoped a peaceful settlement accepta- 
ble to both sides wiE be achieved- - 

Arab League chief Chadli Klibi 
has said the- neconcrtjalpry ! atfks ur 
leddah tomorrow .between Kuwait, 
and Iraq herald a good start for 
negotiations between the two sides 
and have been the fruit of a concerted 
Arab mediation effort. 

Klibi, talking to Kuna m Cairo last 
night as he arrived to take part in the 
meeting of the Islamic countries’ 
foreign ministers which opens 
tomorrow, added that both Iraq and 
Kuwait had demonstrated keen 
interest m solving the crisis under the 
Arab League umbrella. 

The League's chief paid tribute to 
King Fahd Bra Abdul- Aziz of Saudi 
Arabia and Egyptian President 
Hcisni Mubarak for their diplomatic 
efforts that made the Jeddah talks 
possible. 

Klibi said the League did its own 
share of mediation and hr expressed 
belief that both Kuwait and Iraq 
have confidence in the pan-Arab 
body. 

He also pointed out that Kuwait 
bad acred promptly to defuse the 
crisis with Iraq and he cited Hgfatnmg 
trips to five Arab Gulf countries by 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah who 
briefed the region's leaders on the 
dispute with Iraq. 

A diplomatic source at the Egyp- 
tian Foreign Ministry has reiterated 
Egypt is confident that Kuwait and 
Iraq would adhere to Arab solidarity 
and Arab principles “as that was the 
only guarameefor the success of their 
scheduled meeting in Jeddah 
tomorrow." 

The official expressed his coun- 
try’s hope that the meeting between 
Sheikh Saad and the Iraqi Vice- 
President Izzat Ibrahim would con- 
tribute to reaching a satisfactory set- 
tlement of differences existing bet- 
ween the two brotherly countries. 

In a statement to Kuna, the official 
denied Egypt was aware of the meet- 
ing agenda and affirmed that his 
country is still playing a mediating 
role between Iraq and Kuwait in 
order to resolve the dispute. The 
mediation efforts that were begun by 
President Mubarak resulted in cessa- 
tion of media campaigns. 

On Egypt's role in solving the dis- 
pute between the United Arab 
Emirates and Iraq, the Egyptian 
official said lhaL the UAE President 
Sheikh Zaycd Bin Sultan AI Nahyan 
will be holding talks with President 
Mubarak on this issue during his 
official visit to Cairo that begins 
tomorrow.

THE Criminal Court sentenced two persons to ten 
years rigorous imprisonment on charges of kidnap- 
ping and assaulting a boy. The court heard that one 
of the'defendanis was a friend of the boy and offered 
to take him in his car with another friend to spend 
time in the house of an Arab family. The boy agreed 
to go with them. But the defendant entered a dark 
place in the desert near the airport and tried to 
assault him. The boy resisted so he was beaten on the 
shoulder and eye with a sharp instrument. 

The defendants then assaulted him and 
threatened to dishonour him among his friends if he 
notified the police. The Cl D officer testified that he 
faced the defendants with the charge and they con- 
fessed. The officer referred the boy to the hospital 
for injuries sustained. He also testified that the boy’s 

shirt was lorn when he resisted.

Sentencing withheld for selling 

Stolen goods: The Court of First Instance 
refrained from passing sentence on a man accused of 
stealing and selling electrical fuses belonging to the 
Ministry of Electricity and Waler. 

Thecourt was told that a Cl D officer was told that 
the defendant was selling these fuses and sent a 
decoy with marked KD10 to effect purchase. Dur- 
ing the transactions, the accused was apprehended. 

However, the court in its deliberations took into 
consideration the accused's statement that he had 
purchased these from another individual who he 
was unable to locate and the fact that the goods were 
of insignificant monetary value and that the accused 
had no previous criminal record. 


Four acquitted of causing death: 

The Court of First Instance acquitted lour workers 
on charges of causing the accidental death of their 
colleague at a sulphur factory by not abiding by 
safely regulations. 

The defendants and the victim were working 
without donning oxygen masks while working with 
poisonous gases. The victim, however, lost cons- 
ciousness and fell from a height which caused instant 
death. , , , 

The defendants claimed that they too had lost 
consciousness and were unaware of their colleague's 
mishap. * * * 

Drugs successfully apprehen- 
ded: Customs inspectors successfully apprehen- 
ded a total of 27 pieces of hashish and marijuana 
three bags of assorted narcotics, a piece of opium 14 
pieces of heroin, 129.371 narcotic tablets. 18.138 
bottles of alcohol, some ammunition and arrested 

23 infiltrators. , . _ 

Giving these figures, director of the Censorship 
and Inspection Department at the General Customs 
Department, Abdul Rahman Mohammed Al Fares 
said that customs officers are vigilant and have 
acquitted sophisticated expertise in the detection of 
contraband. A total of 14 custom violations were 


issued by the department during the current year, 
the official said.

Kuwaiti 
oil policy 
stable: 
Ameeri 

KUWAIT Oil Minister Dr 
Rashed Salem Al Ameeri has 
described Kuwait's oil policy as 
stable, and that it never changes 
in response to cabinet reshuffles; 
as it is part and pared of the 
national policy of the country. 

He called in a statement lo the 
London-based Al Majclleh 
magazine, for its July 3 1 edition, 
for the formation of a technical 
apparatus within Opec lo be 
entrusted with the follow-up of 
programmes on the development 
of substitute energy resources. 
and related technologies. 

He said that the policy line 
pursued by the government of 
Ku wail over the pa si ! 2 years has 
been successful and resulted in 
many accomplishments at the 
local and external levels. 

He stressed the need for 
evaluating previous investment 
attempts in order to determine 
the direction to be followed to 
guarantee and serve the best 
interest of Kuwait. 

He said that the attempt to 
purchase new oil refineries, and 
fuel distribution stations in West 
Europe has been one of the suc- 
cessful projects undertaken by 
the Kuwait Petroleum Corpora- 
tion, which was studied and 
implemented under directives 
from Sheikh Khalifa, which has 
given Kuwait greater flexibility 
and better cha nces lo supply con- 
sumers with oil from the field 

. directly. , 

Marketing 

:: Tie said that to* transfer this, 
attempt to some countries in 
Asia is still under study and dis- 
cussion, and thaL no final 
decision has been taken in this 
respect yet, as the Kuwait 
Petroleum Corporation's mark- 
eting team and the International 
Oil Company are still jointly 
preparing extensive studies on 
marketing to Asian markets and 
potential capacity as well as the 
type and volume of market 
requirements. 

As a result of Kuwait’s com- 
mitment to its oil production 
quota, Kuwait might be obliged 
to buy oil from abroad in as 
much as needed for its Europe 
refineries, Ameeri said. 

He pointed out that this hap- 
pened on a number of occasions 
and Kuwait actually purchased 
oil from Egypt. Algiers and 
Nigeria. 

He expressed belief that the 
current role of Opec needs fur- 
ther expansion ana that a special 
team must be set up to follow up 
studies on finding substitute 
energy resources and related 
programmes. 

Similar teams must be formed 
with economic and scientific 
tasks, in order to study the alter- 
natives rivalling with oil produc- 
tion cost and versatility.

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Kuwait sees 25 
fires in 2 weeks 


23 rescue operations 


KUWAIT Fire Department has 
prepared a report on 25 fire out- 
breaks that were dealt with over 
the past two weeks. These fires 
were reported to have been 
caused either by electrical sparks, 
gas leaks from the domestic 

cylinders, sparks emitted by lhe 
incense burners, sparks from 
oxygen welders, electrical shori- 
eircuits or power overload. 

The report said that II cases 
were dealt with involving fires in 
chalets, wooden barracks, used 
as private residence, stores or kit- 
chen, and the reasons include oil 
spills on the cooker, carelessly 
thrown cigarette ends and chil- 
dren playing with inflammable 
material. 

The report also mentioned two 
cases in which fires broke out in 
two sea boats caused by electrical 
short-circuit, and another 
involved a fire outbreak in a tent 
caused by children playing with 
mulches. Fires breaking out in 
automobiles numbered 22. 
caused by electrical short-cir- 
cuits or petrol leaks. 


The report said lhai the rescue 
operations included 23 cases, 
nine of which involved the rescue 
of people trapped in lifts for 
reasons ol overweight, four cases 
of rescue of people (rapped inside 
ears involved in road accidents, 
four eases of cars stuck in sand in 
remote areas. 3 eases of children 
trapped msideelosed rooms with 
lost keys, and one involving a 
maid with her finger stuck inside 
a watercooler pipe. 

The report put the number of 
rescued people ai 5b. 24 of them 
injured, eight sustained b> 
firemen. 32 people rescued safe 
and sound and four deaths. Tw o 
were due to road accidents and 
one in a fire outbreak. 

Traffic accidents 
Despite efforts exerted by the 
General Traffic Department 
(GTDl media and public charily 
societies, traffic accidents in 
Kuwait areexiremeiy high. 

An official source said that the 
government spent KD5 million 
to combat (he issue which caused 
an estimated loss of KD1.250 


million from 197 1 * to I9XK. Dur- 
ing the period, a total of 22.384 
accidents were reported which 
resulted in 21.232 injuries and 
4.327 deaths. 

The official added that com- 
prehensive effort', are exerted by 
the GTD. information and 
health ministries in addition to 
various media facilities. Efforts 
are also exerted by the Road 
Safely Society which was establi- 
shed early |9S0s aimed al 
upgrading traffic awareness. 

The source added that (he role 
currently played hv the Kuwait 
Foundation for the Advan- 
cement of Sciences in combatting 
traffic accidents is to be commen- 
ded. The foundation has presen- 
ted a film which deals with the 
issue in a more comprehensive 
manner with the co-operation of 
the ministries of interior, educa- 
tion and public works which 
oversaw the engineering aspects 
of the film. The film entitled 
"Street Wars" can be viewed 
both in English and Arabic, the 
source said.

THE director of the Citizen’s 
Office at the Ministry of Com- 
munications Saleh Mubarak Al 
Naiecs has said that of the 
frequent complaints that are lod- 
ged by people with the office are 
those dealing with subscribers 
who arc provided with direct 
overseas dialling system, but are 
surprised to bills for overseas 
culls. 

He told Al Muwasalut 
magazine that these complaints 
also protest mistakes in the 
statement of account and that 
this results in overcharging subs- 
cribers for a number of minutes 
he did not use. such as 100 for 10. 

He said that some transactions 
are not very carefully cheeked 
and that this invariably happens 
when the subscriber first applies 
to gel a telephone line. A mistake 
is made in the completion of per- 
sonal data of the subscriber 
which later results in a series of 
other mistakes. 

Naiees added that other com- 
plaints involved unannounced 
disconnection of service, and this 
at times happen when the tele- 
phone central technician calls the 
subscriber to notify him of the 
measures lo be taken and the one 
call is received by someone other 
than the subscriber, his maid or 
child, and the response is acted 
upon. 


Seeking treatment abroad 
now a habit: Fouzan 


Committee to speed up approvals

SEEK I NG treatment abroad is a 
matter of habit for some 
Kuwaitis who also seem to fall 
sick during lhe summer months 
in hope of doubling their treat- 
ment trip as3 vacation, said Min- 
ister of Public Health. Dr Abdul 
Wahab Al Fouzan. 

Commenting lo Arab Times 
on his recent decision lo form a 
committee for organising the 
service of treatment abroad, he 
said; "it is regrettable that some 
patients insist on being sent for 
treatment abroad in spile of 
assurances from specialised doc- 
tors and panels that they can be 
successfully treated in Kuwait. 
These patients also insist on 
travelling during the months of 
June. July and August. Do peo- 
ple get sick in the summer and 
slay healthy in the winter?’’ 

Fouzan added that the minis- 
try is always keen on engaging 
the services of no less than 300 
visiting professors from 
England, Germany. France and 
the United States to (real dif- 
ficult cases in different special- 
isations. ‘ These doctors are 
among the lop in their fields, and 
if a patient warns lo make an

appointment to see them in their 
own countries, it will lake him 
three or four months.” 

The minister also said that 
according to visiting physicians, 
the standard of medical services 
in Kuwait is excellent. "A num- 
ber of neighbouring countries 
send their patients to be treated 
in Kuwait. We treat thousands of 
patients from the Guff and other 
Arab countries every year and 
our physicians are consulted by 
neighbouring countries.” 

Asked if the new Supreme 
Medical Committee aims al 
reducing the cosls of irealmenl 
abroad, the minister said that it 
certainly wasn’t. ”On the con- 


trary, the committee could 
approve more cases to be sent 
abroad. Its main purpose is sim- 
plifying and speeding up the 
process of studying and approv- 
ing applications of patients.” 

“This will afford the minister 
more time to give lo other mat- 
ters pertaining to developing 
stalTand equipment of the minis- 
try. It will also give the respon- 
sibility of decision-making lo a 
number of leading physicians 
rather than to one person.” 

Thecommitiee is comprised of 
seven senior Kuwaiti physicians 
among them Dr Mohamad Al 
Mishan. 

"Before the Supreme Medical 
Committee was set up. ihe mini- 
ster would meet with ihe concer- 
ned committees once a week lo 
look into applications. But such 
meetings sometimes had to be 
postponed especially when the 
minister went on leave or on a 
mission out of the country. The 
new committee can meet twice a 
week now to lake care ofapplica- 
lions of patients who cannot 
wait.” explained Fouzan. 

He added that (he committee 
will also be able lo determine the 
specialisations of visiting doc- 
tors needed in Kuwaii by study- 
ing patients' applications. 


Abide by safety conditions: Omer 


THE director of lhe labour department al Hawaii! 
Govemorale Adnan Al Omer called on employers 
and employees to show more co-opera t ion towards 
abiding by the vocational safely conditions 
stipulated in the private sector law and related 
ministerial decisions. 

According to findings of a recent research study in 
this respeci. the official said that vocational safely is 
a scientific method aimed at minimising casualties 
during work hours. 

He added that making optimum use of productive 
elements by incorporating sluie-of-lhc-arl safely 
technology should constitute the basis for reducing 
losses which occur as a result of work casualties. In 
this respect . he said that the role of the .stale calls for 
reviewing current safety legislations to unify and 
develop il lo keep ahrcasL with the rapid economic, 
social and industrial developments 


To bring about a comprehensive safety strategy , 
he called for close co-operation between the Minis- 
try of Health and the Ministry of Social AITairs and 
Labour by setting up an effective system for Ihe 
implementation of safely and vocational health 
services. 

In this conlexi. he called for selling up of national 
institute for vocational safety to be provided with 
the la lest technology'. He also called on employers to 
adopt the besi means to obviate professional risks 
and ensure regular maintenance of equipment. 

Additionally, he said that workers should be 
subjected to regular medical tests and also called on 
employers to provide work sites with firsl-aid 
materials. Employers should also be committed to 
reporting lo the Ministry of Social Affairs and 
Labour any incidents of work casualties lo enable 
authorities to conduct investigations.

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Swedish military faces crisis 


Children draw 
strife images 


Occupied territories 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, (Reuter): Faceless Israeli soldiers tote 
rifles. Arab women weep over the dead and a Palestinian flag flutters 
overhead in a drawing by a six-year-old boy. 

These are images drawn by children growing up in the intifada, the 
31-month-old Palestinian uprising against Israeli rule of the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“The children always put confrontation in the forefront- Stores, 
buildings and schools are mere background," said Cairo Arafat, a 
psychologist who analyses drawings by children in the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Values 

SufTering has changed their values. Children's idols are now masked 
stone-throwers, not movie stars or famous athletes. 

Their drawings reflect the world as a place whre stern Israeli soldiers 

fire at stone-throwers. 

Arafat, who works a t the East rV.-X. 

Jerusalem Early Childhood 
Resource Centre, provided chii- [ 
dren's drawings for an Israeli 
Museum exhibition called "Chil- 
dren's Visions of War and 
Peace." 

More than 200 drawings and 
paintings by children from strife- 
tom parts of the world — includ- 
ing Israel — were displayed in the 
children’s wing of the museum. 

Palestinian children had dif- 
ficulty imagining a soldier had a 
family life or a conscience, 

Arafat said. ^ 

“Not knowing the soldiers as A Palestinian kid 

people or individuals is what led them to leave them faceless. 
That's why in drawings the gun is salient, not personal features. 

"The children perceive soldiers as killing machines," she said. 

Kids 

"When we asked the kids what the soldiers did when they went home, 
they said they cleaned their rifles. The kids never associated family with 
them.” 

Though their drawings are filled with symbols of violence, Palestin- 
ian children — ■ like those in South Africa, Lebanon and Cambodia — 
have grown resilient to the conflict around them. 

Arafat said that in the early days of the intifada, children trembled, 
cried and ran to an adult when they heard gunshots. 

"Now kids will be playing and hear shooting but not respond. One 
kid might prick upher earsand ask if tear-gas willcome inside but that's 
it.” she said. 

A st udy ofPalestinian children soon to be released also indicated they 
had high self-esteem and normal aspirations for the future despite 
living in an atmosphere of violence. 

"Maybe two percent said they wanted to be in armed struggle. Most 
wanted to be tradesmen, teachers, nurses and doctors,” Arafat said. 

But Raana Nashashibi, another psychologist, said Palestinian chil- 
dren would suffer trauma from the revolt in die long term. 

"The intifada has caused a slate of perpetual unrest where normal 
socialising and play are impossible,” sne said. 

In the West Bank town of Ramallah, children aged eight to 1 3 played 
Israelis and Arabs. The tittle Palestinian activists threw pebbles at 
soldiers who chased them with sticks, shouting in Arabic and Hebrew. 

Eyad El Sarrej, a psychiatrist in the Gaza Strip where the uprising 
erupted in December 1987, said nightmares, bed-wetting and phobia 
were common in the early days. 

A study done shortly after the outbreak showed 28 per cent of Gaza 
children suffered from a high level of anxiety. Six months later the 
figure had dropped to 13 per cent, Sarrej said. 

At the start, parents tried to keep their children indoors but the 
momentum of the revolt drew many youngsters into the streets, to 
confront Israeli authority. 

"It was then that parents' authority started to erode. The authority of 
teachers was also affected,” Sarrej said. 

During school examinations this month, many students stole tests 
from teachers and cheated or shouted out answers while taking them. 
Teachers said efforts to stop them were fruitless. 

"Before the intifada parents set the example. The children's idols 
were movie stars. Now their idols are masked activists.” said Sarrej. 

"Children who probably would never have gone out the door 
without permission are now calling their parents cowards,” he added. 

Bui their participation in the nationalist struggle has sometimes cost 
them their lives. 

B'tselem, an Israeli group that monitors human rights in the 
occupied territories, said Israeli security forces had killed 1 57 children 
in the uprising. Some inadvertently walked into a riot, 

Palestinian children who previously had little if any contact with 
Israelis now regard soldiers and Israelis as one and the same thing. 

When a Palestinian journalist took his four-year-old boy to 
predominantly Jewish West Jerusalem for the first time, he asked: "If 
they’re Israelis, why aren't they carrying guns?

Like the cannons of K aimer Castle on Sweden's 
east coast, pointing proudly out to sea but under- 
mined by rabbit warrens, the foundations of its 
defenoe policy are starting to slip. 

"Sweden has continually put off reforming its 
World War Two defence structure. Now the issue 
has become a crisis," researcher Wilhelm Agrell 
said. 

Swedes have always been led to believe their 
neutrality rests on two pillars — compulsory 
military service and self-reliance in the most impor- 
tant weapons. Now boLh these items are costing too 
much for a country of 8.5 million people. 

"What would happen if we removed the two 
pillars? Nobody has ever proved that neutrality 
depends on them.” said Agrell, assistant professor 
of history at Lund University. 

Carl Johan A berg, chairman o f the Parliamentary 
Defence Committee, said: "We are not thinking 
about dropping our neutrality. But we need to 
change what it means in practice.” 

Defence officials, politicians and researchers 
agree that an unchanged defence budget of 30 billion 
crowns (S5.1 billion) means cutting either aims 
spending or the length of military service from the 
present 7.5 months, or both. 

The military threat to Sweden is perceived not so 
much as an invasion, but that a great power might 
try to march through on its way to attack Norway or 
Finland, as happened during World War Two, orset 
up bases here. 

"The aim is to make this such a costly, time- 
consuming and uncertain enterprise that no great 
power will make the attempt," a government hand- 
book says. 

Supreme Commander Bengt Gustafsson believes 
the defence committee's budget proposals next year 
will be a turning-point. 

"The defence industry is in bad shape. Running it 
down any furthercould jeopardise our preparedness 
for war. 1 1 is easier to train people in arms than build 
up a defence industry from scratch.” Gustafsson 
said- 

Aberg said: "Unless we allocate more, both the 
defence organisation and conscription will have to 
be cut. It is not a question of one or the other.” 

Sweden cannot expect any immediate benefits

Islamic revival 

SIR: The story which appeared in your news- 
paper on July 25. citing Farooq's handicap of not 
obtaining hard liquor due to Islamisation since 
1 977 in Pakistan crea tes more q uestions on Islam 
than answer any. 

The extensive usage of notion of fundamental- 
ism and Islamisation process revolving around 
80 lashes with an oil-soaked leather whip or 
cutting of a person's hand for stealing is the most 
ignorant ana detrimental representation of Islam 
and Islamic civilisation. 

There are more accidental deaths by drunken 
drivers than by drug abusers, therefore, alcohol- 
ism is even worst of its kind amongst prevalent 
substance-abuses as it results into more than 
100,000 traffic-related deaths a year in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere. If (slam prohibits substance- 
abuse, then it is very much in line with the present 
scien tific findings that alcoholism is a substance- 
abuse of the worst kind and therefore should not 
be a cause of derision or criticism of Islam. I 
doubt that individual liberties are curtailed if 
Islam prohibits alcoholism. If it does, then ail the 
Western governments can be accused of the same 
crime as narcotic drug use is also strictly pro- 
hibited and ofTenders are dealt with iron clad 
laws which results into even capital punishment 
in some of the Far East Asian countries. 

Islam has to be studied above such demeaning 
kind of remarks. If the blind shall lead the blind, 
both shall fall into the ditch — this is what the 
Bible preaches. Ignorance from truth or reality is 
the worst kind of sin because it brings down a 
person to insignificance and contemptibility. 

The disintegration of the Soviet state and 
German unification are manageable construc- 
tive problems for the West, but Islamic nations' 
return to history offers a subtle challenge to 
Lhem. A bit of understanding is required because 
both sides by misunderstanding, rather than 
malice, can go wrong. 

The general feeling that Islam lacks its own 
enlightenment to reconcile religion with modern 
thought because Islamic societies failed to keep 
up with the development of Europe in the 1 8th 
and 19lh centuries is an incorrect assumption. 
The reason that the 18ih and 19lh centuries were 
difficult times for Muslims was because of Lheir 
colonial dom i nation. M uslim nations have emer- 
ged from this domination only since the last fifty 
years. The areas where greatest erosion was suf- 
fered due to Western colonial powers was the 
Islamic faith and culture because this represented 
beliefs, values, altitudes and manners of. a 
society. 

Colonialism 

The colonialism underlying assumption was 
that race was a fundamental determinant of all 
history and culture, therefore, the key beliefs 
which raised from such an underlying theory 
were that non-Westem culture was far inferior to 
that of the West, non-Western people were 
racially different from the Westerners and this 
difference was hereditary, thus, cultural 
inferiority was also hereditary. It was out of this 
assumption that a charter of change was promul- 
gated for the colonies. Thus vision of transfor- 
mation of inferior races through Western civil- 
isation became the single-most object for the 
education of the colonial races. Through this re- 
education.- it was believed that the cultural life of 
the people can be transformed and proper . 
military and political control could be establi- 
shed. 

The Islamic nations are passing through a very 
delicate stage. They want to influence and find 
their lost roots, their beliefs, their values, 
attitudes and reassertions of identity. This might 
lead to revivalism in initial stages, but societies 
move forward not backwards. Let’s take the 


example- of the subcontinent. Colonialism 
received support from evangelists. liberals and 
utilitarians. In eyes of these three schools of 
thought. Indian subcontinent's society was 
marked by a general corruption of manners and 
was sunk in misery. Each of these schools 
proposed solutions so that, according to Charles 
Gram, the subcontinent residents who were a 
race of "men lamentably degenerate and base" 
could be trained for the benefit of mankind. 

The evangelists thought that the solution was 
introduction of Christian missionaries; the 
liberals believed in Western education and the 
utilitarians argued in favour of extension of 
Western culture. Majority of the people who 
were targets of such experimentation of cultural 
domination and imperialist expansion were 
Muslims. Out of the three categories of colonies, 
the Muslim culture inevitably suffered the most. 
The thrust of teaching of Gospel, introduction of 
Western education to silently undermine the 
fabric of error, and extension of Western culture 
left the Muslim societies into a disarray. 

Islam on the move is a worry which is really 
uncalled for. The return of Islamic nations to 
history is the fulfillment of people's inspirations 
in a post-colonial era; this is the filling of a gap of 
disappointments. The Islamic societies have the 
ability to integrate their actions with the modern 
thought. Slowly and steadily, the Islamic coun- 
tries have shown their expertise in employing 
technology to the best use. 

'Hie very basic elements on which fundamen- 
tal ism breeds are alien to Islamic thought. Islam 
views society as a divinely ordained institution. It 
emphasises on a social fabric for its society as 
necessary for imparting knowledge. Consulta- 
tion criticism and test of all knowledge against 
.evidence forms the basis of ‘Shura.’ The principle 
of consensus (ijma) and right to creativity 
belongs to all. In Islamic society, ethical values 
require the existence of others, interaction with 
them and justice to them. The concept of 
morality is essentially an ethic of action, not an 
ethic of intention. 

Knowledge 

Astonishingjy, the knowledge in the West 
about Islam is limited; itis tarnished by centuries- 
old prejudices and misunderstandings. The 
critiques of Lhe Holy Quran who read this book 
should approach this work with respect. The 
Quran preserves for mankind the pure and undis- 

toned words of the Almighty. 

The theme of tolerance in Islam is least known 
amongst the Westerners. Islam, in its very 
essence, has tolerance written on its brow. The 
Quran says, "Let there be no compulsion in 
religion." The conquest of Makkah is an exam- 
ple which, in Gabriel's opinion, is a rare event in 
human history that, "a victor has exploited his 
victory with greater self-restraint and for- 
bearance than Prophet Mohammed (FBUH). 

The people of Book, those possessing scrip- 
tures, are placed under the protection of Islam 
and forbearance towards them is ordained by 
Prophet Mohammed (PBUH). Prophet is 
quoted in one of his oral traditions saying that 
"Whoever kills anyone of the people of the Book 
will not inhale the fragrance of paradise.” The 
Christian community of Nadjran under Pro- 
phet's protection thrived. The Prophet is quoted 
as saying that, ” If anyone encroaches upon their 
right, I myself shall be his enemy.” 

The expansionist spread of Islam was not a 
forced conversion of the subdued people. Orien- 
talist, C.H. Becker, emphasises that, "It did not 
occur to the Muslims at all in Lhe beginning to 
convert the subjected people.” Scholars like 
Hugo Winkler, Leone Ceatani and C.H. Becker 
have convincingly proved that everywhere the 
subjected people enjoyed free exercise of their 
religion without any doubt. The treatment of the 


Jews by Islamic society cannot 
harsh. U was under Islamic rulein Spain that the 
mediaeval Judaism, against -Which atr nmi 
scrupulous war of extermination had been 
previously waged by Orthodoxy, experienced its 
greatest flowering where its greatest philosopher. 
Rabbi Moshe Ben Maimon, taught. 

The spirit of tolerance and indulgence pract- 
ised by Islamic rulers in Spain is a well-known 
historical fact. Famous historian, Sigrid H unite, 
describes the end of the Islamic era in 15th 
centuty Spain when, under Catholic dominion, 
the spirit of tolerance and indulgence were over. 
Under Archbishop Juan Ximenez, the Muslim 
and the rest of the flowering culture sank in a sea 
of terror in which waves of religious fanaticism 
devoured everything. Every time they expressed 
their faith, every time they used their language, 
every word, every song, they were sent to the 
galleys, prosecuted and even burnt alive. 
Whatever the conquering purpose had not des- 
troyed amongst the treasures of Arabic science 
and poetry, was dragged out and huge piles were 
thrown into the flames. Who can forget the mass 
expulsion and devastation of the most flourish- 
ing part of the world in a short span. 

History 

Islamic history reveals itself as a protector of 
the weak. During the Middle Ages when 
Emperor Leo had the Jews baptised by force, 
Spanish Jews sought protection from Turkey at 
the end of Lhe 15th century. To accuse Islam as an 
intolerant religion is at variance with the teach- 
ings of Holy Quran. 

Islam has produced one of the most remarka- 
ble scientific traditions of any pre-modem civil- 
isation — the astronomical writings of AlFurgh- 
ani; or Nasiruddin Tousi, the geoditicai. and 
geological works of A1 Biruni; the medical and 
pharmacologial text of A1 Razi or Ibn Sina; the 
optical study of Ibn Al Haytham; or the 
mathematical studies of Ghiasuddin. Jamshed 
KLashani, or the algebra of Jabir Ibn Hayyam, 
and alchemical treatise of Khayyam are major 
achievements of Isiamto science and civilisation 
The ignorance of history and legacy of Islam 
and misrepresentation of Islamic revival as some 
kind ofdogma which threatens the world peace is 
a short-sighted attitude of critics of Islam. The 
political reawakening of the Islamic world 
should not be confused solely with the extremist 
attitudes of fundamentalism. 

The focus on surge of Islam as a threa t has to be 
properly studied. The Islamic political reawak- 
ening is tolerant in character and is driven more 
by a sense of cultural separateness than religious 
fervour. A M uslim seeking f reedom from shack- 
les of totalitarianism has the same desire like a 
Romanian seeking freedom from an absolute 
system. If we can support the cause of Roman- ; 
ians so as to help them escape from the extremes 
of brutality under doctrines of Ceaucescunism, 
then why should we worry for a Muslim urge of 
freedom. He also has the same right to breathe 
free like any other human being. To slap the 
desire of a Muslim with the slogan of 
"extremism” is injustice to the cause of mankind. 
Freedom for everybody and malice towards 
none should be the notion of humankind. One 
can't separate peace from freedom because no 
one can be at peace unless he has his freedom.

Israel calls for chem-arms-free zone

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 30, 
( AP): Israel’s Defence Ministry called yes- 
terday for the elimination of chemical 
weapons in the Middle East and denied 
that Israel possesses such arms. 

"Israel is a signatory of the Geneva 
Protocol of 1925 and abides by it," said a 
statement issued by Defends Ministry 
spokesman Dan Naveh. “To our dismay 
other countries who also are signatories of 
this protocol have violated iu" 

The Geneva Protocol of 1925 prohibits 
the use of chemical weapons. 

Naveh's statement reminded the world 
that Israel "was among the Erst to alert the 
world about the use ofchemical weapons. ” 


"Israel hopes that in the near future we 
may have a new comprehensive conven- 
tion for the total elimination ofchemical 
weapons, a convention that will deal with 
the Middle East problem and Israel's 
security needs," Naveh's communique 
added. 

Science Minister Y uvai Neeman, who is 
also head of Israel’s space programme, 
had warned Friday that Israel could res- 
pond in like to Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein s threats to use chemical weapons 
against Israel. 

"In my opinion, we have an excellent 
response, and that is to threaten Saddam 
with the same merchandise," Neeman 


said. 

However. Neeman laier said he had 
been misunderstood 

Meanwhile, in Iraq. a spokesman fortbe 
foreign minister slammed the West for 
maintaining silence over Neeman's 
statement. 

“Everybody knows that Israel has ail 
kinds of weapons of mass destruction ” 
said the spokesman, who was not iden- 
tified. "But we are surprised that the West 
made a lot of fuss about Iraq’s weapons 
potential and kepi silent on the statement 
by the Israeli minister." 

The “war of words" emptied in April 


when Saddam threatened to torch half of 
Israel with chemical weapons if the Jewish 
slate attacked him with nuclear arms. 

His remarks followed the arrest of 
several Iraqis in London for trying to 
smuggle US-made electronic devices that 
could be used to trigger nuclear weapons. 
Saddam then dented that the devices were 
meant for nuclear arms. 

Israeli officials have refused to discuss 
foreign reports that the country has stock- 
piled nuclear arms and although it is 
widely believed that Israel has chemical 
weapons officials have never admitted it. 


Benjedid calls early 

parliamentary polls 

Islamic fundamentalists welcome decision 


ALGIERS, July 30, (Agencies): President Chadli Benjedid yesterday announ- 
ced early parliamentary elections tor next year as demanded by Muslim 
fundamentalists, victorious in June local elections in this North African nation. 

Benjedid said the decision to dissolve Parliament and hold early elections in 
the first four months of 1991 was made “after lengthy reflection and my 
conviction that the political parties will respect (he rules of democracy." 
Elections are normally scheduled for February 1992. 

Algeria's president made the announcement while installing the nation's first 
Defence Minister, Gen. Khaled Nezzar. at a special cabinet session. 

[t came days after Islamic Salvation Front leader Abassi Madani made his 
latest call for an immediate dissolution of the National People's Assembly. 


The Islamic Salvation Front won a wide victory in June 12 municipal and 
provincial elections, the first multi-party voting since Algeria gained indepen- 
dence from France in 1962. Since then. M adani says, the parliament "represents 
nothing." 

The ruling National Liberation From (FLN) holds all 295 seats in the 
National People's Assembly. The party trailed second in the June balloting, 
largely boycotted by other opposition panics. 

Benjedid said the elections would only lake place if renditions for “peace and 
security" are met. 

**We are thus giving the people the occasion to choose freely their represen- 
tatives," Benjedid said.

Step aside, US 
tells Gen. Aoun 

Full backing for Hirawi 

DAMASCUS. July 30. (Kuna): The US ambassador to Syria Edward Djerejian 
today renewed Washington's support to the Lebanese government of President 
Elias Hirawi and ibeTaxf accord which, he urged, should be fully implemented. 

Id a stern warning to Lebanese rebel army commander Gen. Michel Aoun. 
Djerejian said those who oppose the Taif accord and the plan put forward 
recently by the Lebanese government to implement it “should step aside and not 
remain a stumbling block before Lebanon to regain its sovereignly and indepen- 
dence." 

Addressing a press conference here today the American envoy repeated US 
commitment to protect its vital interests in the Arabian Gulf region and said that 
Washington strives fora peaceful settlement of the current tension in the Gulf. 

Urging all concerned parties and the Gulf states to take necessary measures 
for maintaining peace in the region, Djerejian praised Arabdiplomatic efforts as 
positive, adding “we encourage these efforts which we hope would reach a 
peaceful settlement acceptable to both sides." 

On the issue of Western hostages b eld in Lebanon, he indicated that the US 
have not failed to seize every possible opportunity to encourage the release of all 
hostages, pointing out that unrelenting efforts would continue with all parties 
that can heip in their release, including the Syrian government. 

Asked on tbe situation in Lebanon, the envoy said the US sees a rare change 
for the Lebanese people to regain political independence, sovereignty and 
territorial integrity. He described the recent statement by the Lebanese govern- 
ment as the practical way to start implementing the Taif accord in us entirety, 
adding the US strongly supports the statement. 

The American ambassador said all Lebanese factions should openly and 
unequivocally back the Taif accord and Lebanon's legitimate authority, 
underlining that Washington fully backs the Taif agreement and the govern- 
ment of President Elias Hirawi and strives for a peaceful solution of the 
Lebanese crisis, away from the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Wc do not, as sc me claim, connect between settlement of the Lebanese crisis 

and the Palestinian problem,’’ Djerejian asserted. 

The envoy made it clear that the US wants to sec the Lebanese government 
extend its authority overall Lebanon, disband local militias and effeci withdr- 
awal of all foreign forces form its territory. 

He added “we fully support the programme of constitutional and political 
reforms agreed upon in Taif." 

In aclear warning to Aoun. who opposes the Taif accord, Djerejian said tbo« 
who refuse this stance “should step aside and not remain a stumbling block 
before Lebanon in regaining its rovereignty and independence. 

The American ambassador said the US government hopes Syna would 
undertake its obligations under the Taif accord and would help the Lebanese 
government restore sovereignty and independence. 


He added that his decision reflects 
“the will of the people which we res- 
pect*' but " in no way signifies that 
the actual assembly has failed in its 
mission.'' -

Berber leader Hocine Ait- Ahmed, 
leader of the centrist Front of Social- 
ist Forces that boycotted the June 
campaign, said his party would 
probably participate in the legislative 
elections. 

A it- Ahmed urged all democratic 
parties to unite against the fun- 
damentalists and the FLN and

Benjedid also granted amnesty to 
hundreds of people charged with 
political and social crimes stemming 
from riots in October 1988 over 
deteriorating economic conditions. 

The demonstrations left scores of 
people dead and Forced Benjedid to 
institute constitutional reforms in 
February 1989 that allowed multi- 
part yistn, leading to June's elections. 

The constitutional changes also 
guaranteed equably of the sexes, but 
has not yet been used to override the 
1986 family law that allows a 
woman's husband to cast a ballot in . 
her name with written permission. 


US team

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 30, (Reuter): A delegation 
from the United States, Israel’s 
vital aid donor, opened talks with 
officials today about the Jewish 
state’s deepening economic 
problems. 

The half-yearly meeting of tbe 
US-Israel joint economic develop- 
ment group took place while Israel 
searched for ways to pay for a 
flood of Soviet Jewish immigra- 
tion that is expected to bring in 
150,000 people this year. 

Ariel Sharon, tbe Housing 
Minister in Israel’s new rightwing 
government asked the cabinet yes- 
terday to approve a five-year 
S13.5 billion bo using plan. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Modal had already proposed rais- 
ing this year’s S32 billion budget 
by S1.25 billion for extra bousing 
— most of it to be financed by 
increasing tbe size of the budget 
deficit He said tbe country ctmld 
not afford Sharon’s scheme. 

The Finance Ministry said the 
economic implications of the 
immigration would dominate the 
talks, which Involved some 
academics as well as government 
representatives. 

While emphasising that the 
delegation can make no decisions, 
the US embassy said factors soch 
as the future of Washington’s S3 
billion in annual aid were bound to 
be raised, - :.--- « , 

The US group, beaded by- 
Undersecretary of State Richard 
McCormack, planned to meet 
Modai and Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir on Thursday. 

“Tbe United States has a very 
important role in the Israeli econ- 
omy and it is very important to 
continue to have the support of the 
United States if we want stability 
in tbe economy," said Moshe 
Nahum of the Israeli manufac- 
turers association. 

“It is a very sensitive period, a 
very difficult period for the overall 
economy," said Nahum, whose 
organisation will address the US- 
Israeli meeting. 

Israel’s need for additional 
funds coincides with US efforts to 
reduce its own budget deficit. 

Tbe $1.2 billion in annual econ- 
omic grants and S1.8 bfiiioa in 
military grants to Israel has 
already come under question in 
Congress. 

Israel also wants Washington 
to guarantee $400 million in boos- 
ing loans, which would reduce 
Israeli interest costs. Tbe White 
House has demanded Israel 
provide as yet unspecified guaran- 
tees Chat the funds would not be 
used to settle Jews in occupied 
Arab land.

Fatah cell indicted: another Arab dies 

Israelis flock to W.Bank 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. July 30. I Agencies): 
Israelis are flocking into occupied Arab lands in 
search of cheap housing because a tidal wave of 
Soviet Jewish migrants has caused rents to soar in 
Israel. 

“The fact is the population last summer reached 
-90,000. Now we more or less number 100.000." 
Benny Kauover. a leading Jewish settler of the 
occupied territories, said today. 

An independent survey by the newspaper Huaretz 
Iasi monih forecask.95.00fl Jewish settlers would be 
living in the territories by September. 

Tbe figures confirm Lhe suspicions of neighbour- 
ing Arab slates and the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation that Palestinians will be displaced by lhe 
Jewish influx. 

Hundreds of Israelis have taken to the streets in 
recent weeks accusing the government of displacing 
them with Soviet Jewish immigrants who receive 
rent subsidies.

The government says lhe senders protect Israel 
from any future Arab attack and Shamir always 
refers lo Lhe West Bank by ils biblical names, Judea 
and Samaria.

Israel, meanwhile, released information about a 
commando cell belonging to Yasser Arafat's Fatah 
wing of the Palestine Liberation Organisation, 
which was indicted in a military court last week. 

The cell members, all Arabs, were charged with 
planting a number of bombs in Israel. 

Israeli authorities, meanwhile, announced the 
indictment of a six-member Fatah cell in the Lod 
military court. 

The court charged the cell, led by Khaled Hassan 
Can nan from Tamra village in western Galilee, with 
planting bombs in two Haifa shopping centres and 
on the northern Nahariya beach over the past year. 
None of the bombs caused any injuries or damage. 

The indictment said Fatah recruited Canaan 
while he was studying law in West Germany two 
years ago. 

■ Arafat's top adviser said yesterday that an official 
of Israel's ruling, rightwing Likud party had held 
talks with lhe PLO and pul forward a new Middle 
East peace plan. 

"The (new) Likud plan ... calls for negotiations 
with an Arab delegation which represents the Arab 
countries within any international framework that 
can be arranged," Bassam Abu Sharif told reporters 
in the Iraqi capital. 

■ Canada has denounced the recent bombing on a 
crowded Tel Aviv beach in which a Canadian teen- 
ager from a Jewish tour group was killed as some 
pro-Zionist Canadian organisations exploited the 
incident to launch an orchestrated campaign against 
the PLO. 


Missing Iranians kins appeal 

BEIRUT. July 30, (Reuter): Four Iranian families whose kinsmen have 
been missing in Lebanon since 1 982 appealed to the world today to stop 
turning a blind eye to their fate. 

“When will the first hostages in Lebanon be freed?” asked a 
statement accompanied by photographs of the four. “When will the 
world look at the hostage issue with a single eye?’’ 

Iran recently demanded that the West to use its influence with 
Lebanese Christian militiamen to free the four Iranians in return for 
Tehran’s help in securing the freedom of Western hostages held by pro- 
Iranians in Lebanon. Western sources believe they are dead. 

The four are Ahmad Motevasselian, commander of an Iranian 
Revolutionary Guards which unit deployed in Lebanon in 1982. 
Hossein Mousavi. charge d’affaires al the Iranian embassy in Beirut, 
Kazem Akhavan. a photographer for the official Iranian news agency 
Irna. and Taqi Raslegar Moqaddam. their driver. 

They were returning lo Beirut from the north Lebanon city o (Tripoli 
when they were stopped al a checkpoint manned by a rightwing 
Christian militia, the Lebanese Forces. The LF denies it kidnapped 
them. 

“Will the world and humanitarian organisations act to rescue all 
innocent kidnap victims without exception?" asked the families’ mes- 
sage, which was sent to Ima’s Beirut office.

Afghan people must settle their own problems, says Najibullah 


NEW DELHI. July 30, (AP): US-Soviel 
talks may facilitate an agreement on Afgh- 
anistan. but tbe Afghan people must settle 
their own problems. President Najibullah 
said in an interview published today. 

“If all international and regional 
problems are being solved through 
peaceful means, Afghanistan cannot 
remain as an exception — like a handker- 
chief to be folded and kept in a separate 
pocket,” he told the Indian newspaper the 
Hindustan Times. 

US Secretary of Stale James Baker and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 


nadze will meet Wednesday and Thursday 
in Irkutsk in Central Siberia to discuss 
Afghanistan. 

“We welcome any effort and initiative 
by other countries, especially the superp- 
owers, aimed at the cessation of war and 
restoration of peace in Afghanistan,” 
Najibullah said in the interview Thursday 
in Kabul. 

He said US-Soviet action could speed up 
progress toward peace, “however, it is the 
Afghans themselves who should settle the 
problems relating to them and their coun- 
try.” 


“We Afghans should come together for 
negotiations and hold a dialogue and pave 
the way for peace and rehabilitation. 
These efforts can lead to a series of inter- 
national accords or an international con- 
sensus," he said. 

Najibullah’s departure yesterday for 
Moscow led to reports in Pakistan that US 
and Soviet officials have reached a tacit 
agreement that he would hand over some 
aspects of power to a council of Afghan 
forces. The composition of the council is to 
be determined. 

The United States has agreed that 
Najibullah can remain as President of 


Afghanistan, providing he turns over con- 
trol of the military, the slate media and the 
secret police to a neutral body during an 
election. 

The United Slates has also said 
Najibullah can run in the election. 

Najibullah. who uses just one name like 
many Afghans, made no reference during 
the interview to the possibility of his step- 
ping down. 

Since Baker and. Shevardnadze met in 
Paris earlier this month, speculation has 
been rife thai they were laying the ground- 
work for a political settlement of Afghan- 
istan's war. 


New Israeli 
ambassador 
for Egypt 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. July 
30, (Reuter): The Foreign Ministry 
nominated Arabic-speaking career 
diplomat Ephraim Dubck today as 
Israel's ambassador to Egypt. 

He will replace Shimon Sbamir, 
who resigned over policy difference 
with Israel's new rightwing govern- 
ment. 

Dubek. now Israel's number two 
at the United Nations in New York, 
has previously served as a minister in 
Cairo and ambassador to UN organ- 
isations in Geneva. 

Israeli officials had sought to play 
down the resignation of Simon 
Shamir, which followed Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir's refusal to 
accept US proposals for Palestinian- 
Israeli peace talks in Cairo and his 
formation of a rightwing govern- 
ment. 

Ambassador Shamir, no relation 
to the prime minister, will remain in 
Cairo until the new nomination has 
been formally approved by the Israeli 
government and Egypt. 

Foreign Ministry sources said Zal- 
man Shoval, a political appointee, 
would be the new ambassador to 
Washington as part of a coalition 
agreement with the Israel's Likud- 

led government. 

Shoval 's right-wing Rafi Omctz 
faction joined the Likud coalition in 
June to form the Jewish state's most 
hardline government. 

Shoval told reporters today he dis- 
agreed with the concept of a “Greater 
Israel" including the occupied West 
Bank a nd Gaza Strip but would have 
no problem representing the Israeli 
government in the United States. 

He said as a political appointee he 
might be more able than a career 
diplomat to remove current tension 
in US-Israeli tics. 

“The US administration, 
especially the president and secretary 
of state, want to have an emissary 
there who Lhey believe has a direct 
line to those people who make policy 
in Israel," he said. 

Shoval said he had sought a delay 
in his nomination to clear up business 
interests that could conflict with the 
Washington appointment.

GATT criticises Canadian steps to increase tariffs, import quotas 


GENEVA. July 30, (UPI): Canada has taken 
some steps to improve acoess to its market but 
has also increased tariffs and import quotas 
on a whole range of products, the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
complained today. 

Sleep new duties are especially applied to 
textiles, clothing, footwear, chemicals, trans- 
port equipment, toys, tobacco, furniture and 
several agricultural items. GATT said. 

Canada was the subject of one of the GATT 
secretariat's period trade policy review 
studies of how member countries apply free 


trade principles. 

“Overall. Lhe Canadian tariff regime, 
including preferential and concessional 
arrangements, appears complex and lacking 
in transparency,” it said. 

There are also farm price supports and 
subsidised transport and insurance subsidies 
which, along with import limits, mean high 
prices for consumers, the study said. 

Canadian consumers, it said, for instance 
pay 1 00 per cent more than the world market 
price for milk. 

GATT welcomed several liberalisation 


measures already implemented or planned by 
the authorities, especially in reducing agricul- 
tural supports ana textile tariffs. 

These measures plus the future free trade 
agreement with the United States should 
boost annual Canadian growth by three- 
quarters of one percent, the study said- ' 

Projected cuts in non-tariff barriers and 
elimin ation of tariffs in bilateral trade with 
the United States, however, will mean US 
suppliers benefilting more than anyone from 
the growing Canadian market.

EAST BERLIN, July JO, (Reuter): Herbert Meiss- 
ner never made it in communist East Germany, 
where success meant working for state-owned 
firms, the government or the party. 

Expelled From school, he worked without a state 
insurance scheme or party card, making ends meet 
by acting, singing and as the disc jockey of an all- 
night dance show at East Berlin’s Metropol Hotel. 

But what banished him to the fringes of commun- 
ist socieLy yesterday makes him a winner today. It 
gave him the confidence to start bis own company. 

“I've always wanted to do something to keep me 
out of being regulated. I've always wanted to be 
independent,” he said. 

In a country with a crumbling infrastructure, 


where the signs of neglect abound. Meissner has 
found a niche selling the high technology “yuppie 
dish" of the West. 

He employs a four-suong team, including his 
ballet-dancer wife, selling television satellite dishes 
from a gleaming shop set rather incongruously in a 
tatty East Berlin suburb. 

The entrepreneur was almost an extinct species 
among East Germans, who have lived under a 
command economy since 1936, first under Hitler, 
then under the communists. 

This month’s merger of the two German econ- 
omies introduced free-market rules and the Deuts- 
chmark into the country, encouraging people like 
Meissner to start up businesses.

Sir John took over the 
chairmanship of Imperial Chemical Industries. 


Britain's most powerful company, in 1 982 when it 
id just recorded its first-ever quarterly loss. 
Within two years he had gotten rid of a third of 


languishing. Why? 

According to Sir John: “Management at Tri-ang 


was chaotic. The company was trying to do too 
many things — such as make garden furniture — 
without adequate investment. The chairman was 
acting like the proprietor or a small family 
concern.” 

Even before the Troubleshooter series ended, 
the chairman had resigned. The company’s new 
head reports a near-doubling of sales, partly as a 
result of the TV publicity it received. Tri-ang is on 
the road to recovery. 

In the programmes, which enjoyed a peak-hour 
viewing slot. Sir John ploughed his way through 
company balance sheets and interviewed everyone 
from top bosses to office boys. A middle manager 
at one company said afterward: “It was like having 
a visit from Hercule PoiroL” Agatha Christie’s 
famous sleuth. 

In the second halfofeach programme Sir John 
said bluntly what he thought was wrong, and what 
needed to be done. 

Of her concerns given the Harvey-Jones 
“treatment” were a fruit juice company, a maker 
of hand-crafted sports cars, a tableware 
manufacturer, a computer company, and the 
Shropshire district health authority. 

“My primary aim was to help the organisations I 
visited. I am extremely happy that in most cases 
the programmes have resulted in better 


the ICI management, halved the size of the 
boardroom to make discussion more informal, 
shortened lines of command, reduced the 
company's commitment to petrochemicals — and 
turned a £16 million loss into a £1 billion profit. 

Sir John describes himself as "a taker of 
acceptable risks” and “an absolute believer in the 
individual." He is sympathetic to trade unions and 
does not count himself a supporter of Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

“1 mastered nine jobs at ICI in the 1 8 years it 
took me to reach the lop. They were all jobs in 
which I had to sort out problems and succeed. I am 
now using what I learned then to analyse reasons 
for poor company performance and come up with 
solutions,” says Sir John. 

Without his career in the Royal Navy, he might 
not have become such a believer in the need to 
liberate managers from routine thinking and 
encourage initiative. “The constraints on 
individuality were Draconian.” he says. “They 
even told us what clothes to wear off duty.” 

The remarkable thing is that such a restless 
character was able to accept service discipline for 
so long. His early life seemed tailor-made to 
produce an exotic, extrovert personality. 

Sir John's father was an Indian Army officer 
who in the 1 920s was ordered to guard the infant 
Maharajah of Dhar. This meant that little John 
lived in a palace. “I even had my own elephant. It 
was a life of absolute luxury.” 

Eventually it had to end. and after boarding 
school in England Harvey-Jones joined the navy 
and saw service in World War II. He was 
decorated for his work in naval intelligence. 

It was only in 1956, when his young daughter 
Gabrielle fell ilL that Sir John decided to hang up 
his Royal Navy cap and opt for life on shore. He 
took a job with ICI as a work-study officer. 

Sir John's media image as an energetic Mr Fixit 
began to burgeon when, after retiring from ICI in 
1987. he published a best-selling book called 
“Making it Happen.” His TV series developed out 
of the forthright arguments deployed in the book. 

One of his most controversial broadsides in the 
Troubleshooter series was directed at Apricot 
Computers, a British company launched in the 
1 970s with initial success.

NEW YORK, July 30, (AP): Less 
than 24 horns after Contel Corp. 
and GTE corp announced a S6 
billion merger this month, federal 
regulators were in court charging 
insider trading by a group of over- 
seas investors. 

In January, even before Rorer 
Group Inc. sold a large stake to 
Rhone-Poulence Sa of France, a 
court froze the US brokerage 
accounts of three foreign firms 
charged with insider Crating dar- 
ing merger talks. 

Last November, when Asea 
Brown Boveri Ltd bid for Com- 
bustion Engineering Inc, the 
government quickly accused a 
Liechtenstein company with mak- 
ing $2.8 million in illegal profits. 

The reputed bad gays in insider 
trading scams aren’t necessarily 
Americans. Recent cases show US 
regulators are cracking down on 
foreigners profiting from the 
activity made famous by Ivan 
Boesky in the 1980s. 


Overseas 


Chasing overseas insider trad- 
ing — using nonpnblic informa- 
tion to profit from securities 
trades — means negotiating a web 
of foreign . laws, tangled 
bureacrades, mystery investors 
and clandestine bank account, not 
to mention foreign languages. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the US financial 
regulator, has made the process 
.easier in recent years by signing 


information exchange agree- 
ments with foreign governments. 
Countries that winked at insider 
trading or didn’t consider it a 
crime in the past now have tough 
laws. 

Japan only recently assigned a 
prosecutor to its securities inves- 
tigations branch. After years 
protecting its va anted bank 
secrecy, Switzerland has out- 
lawed insider trading and signed a 
co-operation treaty with the 
United States. 

“Ten years ago if we bad a case 
involving a Swiss bank it was 
almost a dead end,” said a former 
US Investigator now working for a 
major Wall Street firm, who 
asked not to be named.

Breeden has said he wants to 
ensure US markets aren't at a 
competitive disadvantage over-

If a spik e np i s apparent — as it 
was in the GTE, Rorer and Com- 
bustion Engineering deals — 
regulators qmckly ask a federal 
judge to Irene trading accounts of 
those suspected of insider deal- 
ings. 

In freezing more than S4 million 
in two trading accotutfs in the 
Rorer deal, US District Judge 
Shirley Wohl Kram supported the 
government's use of circumstan- 
tial evidence. “The sudden and 
timely interest these defendants 
had in Rorer securities is susp- 
icious and has not been adequately 
explained,” she wrote.

Call for safer N-plant 


Geologist proposes underground 


MOSCOW, July 30. (Renter): A leading Soviet 
geologist said in an interview published today that 
the country should make its nuclear power stations 
safer by budding them underground and away from 
cities. 

In an article in the Communist Party daily Pravda, 
Viktor Osipov blamed the critical state of the Soviet 
Union's nuclear industry on the over-confidence of 


planners in the past.

Before the 1986 Chernobyl disaster, nuclear power 
plants had been built in earthquake zones and almost 
in the suburbs of big cities. Osipov said. 

“A whole series of power stations, like those at 
Balakovo, Gorky, Zaporozhye. Voronezh. Rostov 
and others, have been built or are being built less than 
30 km (20 miles) from towns of more than 100.000 
people," he said. 

Osipov, a junior member of the Academy of Scien- 
ces, said there was no doubt it was safer and 
ecologically preferable to put midear reactors under- 
ground. 

Underground plants would cot contamination in 
the event of an accident by a factor of 1,000 and 
substantially lessen a plant’s vulnerability to seismic 
shocks, he said. 

"Unfortunately, until recently this alternative was 
not studied, mainly on the grounds of high cost,” he 
added. 


Studies of underground plants in Norway, France 
and the United States, however, had shown they only 
added 10 to 15 per cent to the costs, be said. 

Osipov said that in other countries it took eight to 
10 years of research to locale a site and establish n was 
safe from earthquakes before building began. In the 
Soviet Union it often took as little as three to five 
yeais. 

A budding green movement began calling for 
nuclear power to be abolished entirely, and this 
month ecologists began picketing a plant at Khmel- 
nitsky in the western Ukraine. 

The government says nuclear power, which 
accounts for about 20 per cent of Soviet electricity 
output, is vital to the economy, 

A top Soviet nuclear inspector was quoted yester- 
day as saying power stations similar to the one at 
Chernobyl did not meet safety standards and then- 
capacity had been cut. ’ 

Anatoly Mazalov. head of the Nuclear 
Surveillance Directorate, cold the daily Izvestia a cut 
in capacity to 70 per cent on some RBMK reactors, 
built mainly between 1965 and 1975. would reduce 
the risk of large-scale contamination. 

Officials have pointed to design problems in the 
RBMK reactors, in which atomic reactions are 
regulated by graphite, but previously made no ackn- 
owledgement that they were potentially unsafe ■

China begins restructuring 


Seeks cure to industrial ills 


BELTING, July 30. (AP): China says it win start rooting 
out structural ills in its economy that remain despite more 
than 10 years of market-oriented reforms. 

The government is laying plans to tackle major 
impediments to economic growth — i ncludin g energy and 
transportation shortages and poor management — that 
have left almost one-third of the nation’s industrial 
capacity idle. 

The country still aims at the lofty goal of quadrupling 
China's 1980 gross national product by the year 2000. 


Minister of the State Planning Commission Zou Jiahua 
□ceonindti 


told a national conference on industrial production yester- 
day that the government had done several things to pull 
China outofeconomic doldrums resulting from decades of 
economic mismanagement coupled with recent austerity 
measures. 


"China’s economy for the rime being is not a question of 
production speed, but the speed of the operation of the 
national economy as a whole,” the official Xinhua news 
agency quoted Zou as saying. 

He said China was adjusting its economic structure to 
stop unnecessary production and to stimulate markets 
that were stifled during the inflation-curbing economic 
retrenchment that began in 1988. 

In addition to recent cuts in interest rates to stimulate 
investment, the state has raised the official purchasing 
price for coal and allocated 5 billion yuan (SI. 06 billion) 
for modernising industries. Zou noted. 

To stimulate demand for oversupplied items, he said, 
state monopoly control over institutional purchases of 
office equipment and furniture, colour television sets, 
refrigerators and hotel furbishings would be relaxed. 


Suggested IS months ago by 
Australia and promoted strongly 
by Baker, the fledgling forum 
was launched last November in 
Canberra. Still not fully organ- 
ised, it lacks a clear institutional 
format and has not resolved the 
sticky question of whether 
China, Taiwan and Hong Kong 
will be allowed to join. 

Apart from Singapore, Asean 
has been concerned that its pres- 
tige, as well as influence on 
regional affairs, might be diluted 
by participating in the larger 
body. 


Baker took note of that con- 
cern today when he said "We 
regard Asean as a core political 
and economic institution in 
Southeast Asia.”

completely honest with yourself, he says, 
self-monitoring mil alert you to any 
destructive patterns that you are forming. 

You can do it by talking about your 
feelings into a tape recorder, keeping a 
journal, or making a list of the day's 
activities and how you fell while you were 
doing them. Or you can just set aside 10 
minutes a day foe an internal dialogue.. 

Then there is “though t-Wocking”. That 
is for when you start to think about your 
ex or wallow in self-pity . You must tell 
yourself “Stop,” then shift your attention 
to something interesting or diverting. 

The more you practise thought- . 
blocking, he says, the more effective it 
becomes. 

A note by the phone that says M STOP! 
DON'T CALL!” could help you 
overcome any temptation to call your ex 
and put back the clock — and your 
recovery. And a list of the positive aspects 
of your life taped to the bathroom mirror 
can remind you how much you have 
going for you. 

Relaxation techniques can be useful. A 
safe — and non-addictrve — method is 
needed to get through the bad patches.

probably when you look back on the 
experience, you will feel as Jennifer did; 
the weeks she spent locked in a hotel 
room are now like a distant blur in her 
'memory. Shock insulates you from the 
full impact of the emotional trauma you 
are going through. It can last a day or a 
month, ft rarely goes on longer. It ends 
when your emotions break through to the 
surface. 

GRIEF: The grief, when it breaks 
through the shock, is not just for the lost 
person. It is for the shared time, and the 
dreams you dreamed together. For the 
future you no longer have together. In the 
grief phase, you are likely to be snappy 
with people around you. And you may 
have a compulsion to ring your old love ' 
just to hear the sound of their voice again, 
then hang up. Depression often crops up 
in the grief stage. Jennifer sought hup 
when she was stuck in the grief stage. 
Working with Gullo she realised that she 
was afraid that, after 20 years of 
marriage, no one would want her. Painful 
as it was, he says: “Grief was the 'safest' 
place for her to be.” 

SETTING BLAME: When the grief 
dies down, it leaves people with a need to 
make sense of what happened.

SHOCK: This is when you feel numb, 
disorientated, and often disbelieving. 

You may have trouble eating and 
sleeping. Y ou may feel like a zombie. And 


going on an alcohol or drug binge or in 
promiscuity. The transition between 
Grief and Setting Name can follow a see- 
saw pattern, with patients moving back 
and forward between the two before they 
are ready to move on. 

RESIGNATION -THE GOODBYE 
STAGE: This is a turning point Says Dr 
GulJo; “It is the point at which you are 
able to say. This person is no longer in 
my life. I can spend my life mourning or

being angry, or I can push myself to go 
forward'." It is another place where it is 
easy to become stuck — not least because 
you may feel too drained of energy by 
now to throw yourself into rebuilding. 

REBUILDING: Once you have begun 
active rebuilding work, the worst is over. 
Your life is yours again. You are ready to 
start dating again. It was at this point 
Jennifer suddenly realised she was 
laughing a lot. She was going out with her 
friends and just enjoying her life. It was 
then that she met her second husband, 
Tony. 

RESOLUTION: Your life is now back 
on course and you have actually learned 
by going through the loveshock stages.- 
Even if you do not start a new 
relationship now, you will at least be 
more confident that you can create your 
own happiness and take care of yourself.

“And do you know. I overheard her . ■ 
say as f left, ‘That lady is a real class act'.

Birka discovery changes Viking image 


Hooligans abroad, family men at home 


BIRKA, Sweden, (Reuter): Away from 
home, the Vikings had a reputation as the 
world's first international hooligans — 
savage, uncouth, thirsting for a drink and a 
fight. 

Back in Scandinavia, they were con- 
sidered good family men who respected 
their women and led quietly industrious 
lives, with a taste for imported pottery and 
soft feather bedding. 

“The Vikings had a peaceful sub-struc- 
ture in Scandinavia but were warlike - 
abroad." said Bjorn Ambrosiani, project 
director of a five-year excavation which 
has just begun at Birka in the Malaren 
valley 30 km ( 1 8 miles) west of Stockholm. 

Archaeological discoveries in the last 
150 years have steadily transformed the 
Viking's image from that of heroic warrior 
to peaceful trader. 


Ambrosiani's dig at Birka on the idyllic 
island of Bjorko, the largest Viking 
excavation of its kind, seems sure to stren- 
gthen the idea of a civilised Viking living in 
harmony with his neighbours and with 
nature. 

The daily Dagens Nyheter, reviewing a 
Viking exhibition in Mahno, said the Vik- 
ing was now ready to join the European 
Community (EC). 

“This year’s image is of a cultivated 
trader and city dweller with international 
contacts, rather than a rough bearded 
fellow looking for a drink and a fight He is 
a family man compatible with the EC," it 
said. 

But memories of blood and thunder 
remain. Reading the runes tones scattered 
round the shores of the Malaren valley, a 
visitor senses the terror which an approa- 


ching Viking longboat must have caused 
their victims. 

“They travelled bravely and far, and in 
the east gave food to the eagles,” a 
euphemism for slaughter, the stone out- 
side Gripsholm castle says. 

Mats Larsson, author of a new book 
about Ingvar the Wayfarer 5 travels, said 
at least 10 per cent of the Malaren valley’s 
inhabitants travelled abroad in search of 
honour and fortune, often as mercenaries. 

Ironically. Christian missionaries were 
arriving at Birka around the same time as 
Vikings from present-day Denmark and 
Norway were sacking the monastery of 
Lindisfarne in northeast Eng l and in 793 
AD. 

A Celtic cross on the weather-smoothed 
granite of Birka. commemorating, the first 
visit by the German monk A ns gar in 829, 


rises above the 2,000 burial mounds which 
make this the largest funeral site in Scan- 
dinavia. 

Silver pendants in the form of crosses 
have been found in some graves, suggest- 
ingtheir owners were Christians. But other 
burial mounds contained hammers and 
iron neck-rings dedicated to the pagan god 
Thor. 

The struggle between Chirstianity and 
paganism ebbed and flowed on Birka. The 
islanders responded to Ansgar but soon 
tired ofhis successor Gautbert's preaching 
and chased him away. 

Birka, the cardinal point where Swedish 
urban life, industry and trade began, is 
attracting thousands of day-trippers 
aboard modern ferries from Stockholm 
this summer.

Anselmo’s satellite 
upsets monopolies

GREENWICH, U.S.A. (W>TL): What would you 
do if you had US $85 million to spend? Build a 
skyscraper? Tour the world? “Thai wouldn’t be 
much fun," retorts Rene Anselmo. I nstead, he chose 
to take a formidable risk by becoming the only 
individual in the world to own a satellite. 

“I had to finance it myself, nobody else would," 
explains 64-year-old Anselmo, whose unusual 
career in the show-business and television world 
gradually led him along the path to outer space. The 
road has been far from smooth, and Anselmo is 
widely looked upon as the lonely champion challen-; 
ging the giants of the satellite communications busi- 
ness, including INTELSAT, the international con- 
sortium that enjoys little short of a worldwide mon- 
opoly. 

Anselmo had more than $85 million riding on the 
Ariane rocket launched in June 1988 by the 
European consortium that propells commercial 
loads into space. At the time the space launch 
industry was in trouble: the Americans had can- 
celled all launches after the Challenger shuttle disa- 
ster, and the Europeans had suffered a series of 
blowupsatthe Ariane space base in Kourou, French 
Guiana. “I did it at a time when everything was 
going wrong," Anselmo notes, puffing on one of the 
60 or so cigarettes he smokes every day. “It’s a very 
risky business which I consider to be greatly based 
on luck: you're lucky to get a successful launch, and 
once Jtis 1 u^therejyotfrelucky tfi nf the equipment) 
workS. For the average investor, thisisnot a thrilling 
opportunity.” 

Most people would say that he was pushing his 
luck. The enormity of the risk is enough to send 
shivers down anybody’s spine, because on top of it 
all his satellite was undefinsured. “It was an $85 
million risk and l could only afford lo r buy $40 
million worth of insurance, and the premium for 
that cost $10 mtltion, so we were risking $45 million 
on the launch. But that's luck." Anselmo seems to 
have a fair share of iL While most ofhis wealth was 
being catapulted into space to end up floating over 
Brazil some 22,000 miles above the equator, the man 
was undergoing his second major coronary bypass 
operation. 

You -would have to say he is resilient. He must be 
to keep up a two-year battle against What has 
become one of the world’s most powerful cartels. 
When it was set up in 1 962, INTELSAT, which now 
has 1 18 member countries, was designed to be a non- 
profit international communications network that 
would make satellite-carried television, data and 
teleco mmuni cations available to alL Countries gen- 
erally join INTELSAT through their state-owned 
telecommunications monopties. “It's a monopoly 
of monopolies." contends Anselmo. Today, the 
network is dominated by its most powerful members 
— COMSAT of the US, British Telecom Inter- 
national (BTI), West Germany’s BundesposL Fran- 
ce's Telecom and Japan's KDD. 

In most countries, the state-owned post and 
telecommunications monopolies are the only bodies 
authorised to handle satellite, traffic, whether send- 
ing a signal up or bringing it down. They are also free 
to charge whatever they choose for their services. 
Says Anselmo: “The telephone company is the only 
one authorised to bring that signal down, so the 
markups go from 500 per oent to 1 000 or even 1.500 
percent.” 

“Before we came along, (while) a TV signal in the 
US would cost $175 to bring down for the fifsL 10 
minutes, in Argentina, it costs $1,000. When you 
consider the economies of the two countries, that's 


an excessive rip-off," he adds. 

The main thrust of Anselmo's PanAmSat 1 
project centres on serving South America with links 
to the United States and Europe. With an army of 
lawyers, Anselmo took his project to the US Federal 
Communications Commission ( FCC) to fight (he 
Intelsat monopoly. When in 1985 the FCC even- 
tually ruled in favour of free competition and auth- 
orised private satellites, Anselmo had opened the 
first crack in the system. His became the first 
privately owned satellite in operation. 

Since then, others have moved to denounce state 
monopolies. After months of research, the London 
Financial Times recently published a series of arti- 
cles pointing to a system LhaL it said, “is distorting 
the development of virtually every branch of indus- 
try." The author, Hugo Dixon, wrote that “tele- 
phone users around the world a re being overcharged 
by more than $ 1 0 billion a year ... as a result ofcartel- 
like arrangements between the world's telephone 
companies which keep prices at an artificially high 
level.” > 

Anselmo's point is that he can provide the same 
services as the public companies that control 
satellite communications hut at considerably lower 
prices. For poorer countries, where the telecom- 
munications infrastructure is in its infancy, satellites 
. can be a lifeline to therest of the world, he says. 

Although satellites are linked to elaborate earth 
stations,- a recipient or transmitter of the signal 


. needs relatively, little equipment. The key compon- 
eirtfi a Isat^Ute “dish:" 1 It can pick up a satellite 
• signal that can carry thousands of telephone conver- 


sations, telefax messages, and, like Anselmo's 
satellite, 36 TV channels as well as computer data. 
“It would cost the price of a dish, between $5,000 
and $10,000, which would last you a lifetime," says 
Anselmo. “These countries could leapfrog the 
heavy infrastructure with sale^re capacity." 

Anselmo points to Peru as one nation which has 
made progress towards deregulation thanks to for- 
mer president Alan Garcia: “It's wonderful to see 
what has happened," Anselmo says. “Garcia passed 
new legislation busting the state monopoly and 
saying that any broadcaster can up-link or down- 
link with his own capacity. Anybody can now 
provide telecommunications to rural areas, and they 
desperately need them." 

His list of SO or so clients who rent transmission 
capacity from PanAmSat includes some 80 TV 
stations, communications groups, banks and 
universities. Although many countries have grown 
to rely on fiber-optic cables to carry communication 
signals, many others cannot afford to lay the cables 
or, like Peru, are prevented from doing so by 
physical obstacles, such as mountains. “Fiber optics 
are very good but they can’t do what satellites do. 
You can't go and throw cables in the Amazon 
jungle, but you can plant a dish there," Anselmo 
notes. 

However strong his optimism, he does admit to 
some difficulties ahead. PanAmSat has another 12 
years to go before it runs out of the fuel that keeps it 
in orbit, after which it will be useless. Meanwhile, 
expenses run high to maintain Anselmo's Alpha 
Lycrom Company, with a staff of 30, as well as the 
earth station in Florida. “We need $160 million to 
break even, so we have to make another $80 or $90 
million,” he says. 

\ But Anselmo remains undaunted. Having made 
his fortune in the 1960s bv building up America's 
first and largest Spanbh-language television net- 
work in collaboration with Mexican media magnate 
Emilio Azcarraga, he has plans for two more 
satellites.

Answer: Utile wonder that you are confused. Tor this is a 
brand-new development in the treatment of a type oT a 
carcinoma of the bladder known ascarcinoma-in-situ. The 
medication, just recenJty approved for this use by the Food 
and Drug Administration is called TheraCys, and is man- 
ufactured by Connaght Laboratories Limited, of 
Toronto, Canada. . .... ..._ , 

The letter "BCG" stand for the “bacillus or Calmette 
and Gem-in," two French researchers who cultured a 
strain oftuberculosis bacteria in eggs, until it lost its ability 
to produce tine disease in man. but could still stimulate the 
immune response. Though it was used as vaccine for this 
purpose in 1924, it is still considered controversial, and 
while it is used in most Third World countries, it’s not 
widely used in the United Stales. 

{n 19 76, Dr Alvero Morales of Queen's University, in 
Kingston, Ontario, documented that a different formula- 
tion and concentration of BCG was effective in the treat- 
ment of bladder cancer patients. The treatment begins 
from sewn to 14 days after a biopsy or bladder surgery. 
when the medication is placed in the bladder itself. Thu is 
repeated each week for six weeks(induction therapy), after 
which it’s followed by a maintenance schedule given at 
three, six, 12, 18 and 24 months following the initial 
treatment.

The most common adverse reactions are Clu-like symp- 
toms including fever, dulls and malaise. The clinical 
studies showed an average, complete, response rare (that is 
no recurrence of tumors) of 74 per cent, as compared to 42 
per cent with adriamycm, another cancer fighting drug- 

Qaestfoa: Although many doctors were unable to diag- 
nose a very peculiar skin rash, I finally met a doctor with a 
new gimmick that did the trick. He took me in a dark room, 
and used a special light on me that made the rash glow in 
the dark. Within a few seconds he had the answer I had 
spent months looking for. Now. can you tell me about that 
magic light? I'm afraid that my doctor was better at using 
the lamp than explaining how it works, so it is up to you. 

Answer: The name of the “magic lamp" is a Wood’s 
Light that produces black light that is invisible to the eye. 
Using a mercury vapour source, die light passes through a 
special nickel-chromium oxide silica filter that transmits 
long wave untra violet radiation. Certain materials, as well 
as fungi and bacteria (including pseudomonas), 
“fluoresce” or glow under this light, and can be easily 
detected. The same light is responsible for many special 
effects used in theatrical productions. . 

This technique is useful in recognizing the differences in 
skin pigmentation, as well as pigmented lesions. Many of 
the organisms fluoresce in different colours, with tinea 
versicolour showing up a golden yellow, and 
pseudomonas ranging from aqua green to blue. The 
screening works best if the patient has avoided bathing for 
24 hours,' and when the room is totally dark. Once the 
Wood’s Light has detected the problem, other tests may be 
used to clinch the diagnosis.

‘Flattop’ actor creates well-rounded villain

HOLLYWOOD, (UPI): It was 
something of an honour for actor 
William Forsythe when director 
Wanen Beatty called on him for 
the role of Flattop in the Film 
‘Dick Tracy/ 

Among Tracy's gang of ad ver- 
saries. none looms more 
nefarious and lethal — and inept, 
as il turns out — than Flat lop. 

Followers of the old Chester 
Gould comic strip well remem- 
ber Flattop for his weird hairdo, 
pointed chin and freckles. For 
two years in 1943-44, Flattop 
menaced the fearless flatfoot at 
every turn. 

Flattop was, arguably, more 
memorable than the other felon- 
ious oddballs who dogged Tracy 
down through the years in the 
comic pages. Mumbles. Prune 
Face, Steve the Tramp, the Brow 
and Shoulders among many les- 
ser thugs. 

The character became so much 


a factor in the comic strip that 
when Gould finally ran out of 
ideas for further Flattop felonies, 
the cartoonist killed him off. 
Tracy was not to meet a worse 
scoundrel even to this day. 

Flowers and notes of con- 
dolence were sent to newspapers 
from readers around the country 
who bemoaned Flattop's 
demise. 

1 It was, therefore, something of 
a coup to have Beatty call on 
Forsythe to play Flattop in his 
'Dick Tracy ’ movie. Further, he 
was the first performer in the cast 
to be nailed down fora role. And, 
at the time, he didn’t know Dus- 
tin Hoffman would be coming 
aboard to play Mumbles and A1 
Pacino would set new standards 
for comic heavies as Big Boy 
Caprice. 

Moreover, Beatty would cast 
Mandy Patinkin as 8 keys and 
Paul Sorvino as Lips Mantis. 

Aside from tne big-name 
actors in relatively small rotes. 


Forsythe probably created as 
much impact as the sleazy, shifty- 
eyed Flattop. 

There was only one catch. For- 
sythe had to spend more than 
three hours in makeup every 
rooming for five and a half mon- 
ths during -production. Then 
another 40 minutes at the end of 
the day having the makeup 
removed. 

“I put that makeup on and 
took it off more than 50 times 
during the course of the pic- 
tures,” Forsythe said. “I’d get to 
the set at 3 or 4 in the morning 
and I'd still be there to take it off 
when everyone had gone home. 

“The makeup artists applied a 
dozen different latex prosthetic 
piece to my face every day, then 
capped it off with flat wig." 

Forsythe knew from the begin- 
ning that no one would recognise 
him under all the latex and the 
crazy hair piece, so it couldn't 
help his career or establishmore 
dearly his identity with movie- 


goers. 

Forsythe is no newcomer to 
movies. His credits included 
‘Weeds. ' 'Extreme Prejudice/ 
'Raising Arizona/ ' Once Upon a 
Time in America', and ‘Dead 
Bang/ so, 'Dick Tracy', could 
not have appeared to be much of 
a career vehicle. But it paid well 
and kept him busy for almost six 
mouths. 

“My own mother would't 
have recognised me except 
maybe for the gap in my theeth 
and the twinge in my voice,” For- 
sythe said, good-naturedly. 

“Actually, Warren wooed me 
for the role and called me m for a 
meeting. Two days later he asked 
me to come back. He is a very 
* thorough filmmaker. After our 
first meetinghe watched all of my 
. . film work before offering me-the 
opportunity to play Flattop. 

“It was a relatively small role; 
but I wanted to make the most of 
h. Once I agreed to do the part ( 
got imy 'hands-on' every piece of 


Gould's comic strip 1 could find 
involving Flattop. I wanted to 
find the essence of where Flattop 
was coming from — his cunning, 
his faraway look and his betrayal 
of everyone. 

“Because there were so many 
characters involved in ‘Dick 
Tracy/ 1 never had the chance to 
.give Flattop his full range. 

“I was always fascinated by 
what was happening in every 
scene Flattop was in. so 1 had 
always thinking and plotting on 
his own. No matter what the 
other criminals were coming up 
with..he was double-crossing and 
conniving throughout the pic- 
ture.

US beat 
Soviets 
for Cup 

ATLANTA, July 30, (Reuter): 
United States successfully 
defended the Federation Cup 
when Zina Garrison and Gigi 
Fernandez combined to win a 
tense deciding doubles match 
against the Soviet pair of Natalia 
Zvereva and Larisa Savcb&nko 
yesterday. 

The 6-4 6-3 victory over the 
more experienced Soviet pair, the 
number two doubles team in the 
world, gave the top-seeded 
United States a 2-1 win over the 
fourth-seeded Soviet Union after 
the two countries had split their 
singles matches. 

Zvereva, ranked 12th in the 
world, beat the fifth-ranked 
Garrison 4-6 6-3 6-3 after 14- 
y ear -old Jennifer Capriati had 
defeated Leila Meskhi 7-6 (7-3) 
6-2. c 

The United Slates has now 
won half of the 28 Federation 
Cups, the women’s equivalent of 
the Davis Cup. 

In a doubles match that saw 
many exciting points with both 
teams firing at point-blank range 
across the net, neither side held 
seijve until Garrison did it at love 
to put the Americans up 4-3. Fer- 
nandez also held at 5-4 and Sav- 
chenko, who held only once dur- 
ing the entire match, was broken 
for the 6-4 first-set result. 

The Americans led 3-1 and 5-2 
in the second set and converted 
their first match point at love in 
the ninth game of the second set 
as Zvereva appeared to tire in the 
hot Georgia sun more than Garr- 
ison after their one hour, 55 min- 
utes singles match. 

Holders 

The Soviet pair, winners of the 
1 989 French Open and holders of 
nine doubles titles, had lost to 
Garrison and Fernandez in their 
only other meeting. 

After the match, Fernandez, 
26, was asked if she had ever felt 
so excited on a tennis court. Fer- 
nandez replied: “Never, ever. 
This is great, the best feeling.” 

Fernandez was the glue that 
held the American together, dur- 
ing the match and even before. 
Garrison said she had been 
“pretty down” after her singles 
loss, but “Gigi told me to relax 
and we were going to win the 
doubles.” 

In the singles Garrison, who 
lost to Martina Navratilova in 
this year’s Wimbledon final, did 
nothing to erase her reputation 
. as being unable to win the big 
matches, although at Wim- 
bledon she had bra ten Helena 
Sukova, Monica Seles and world 
number one Steffi Graf to get as 
far as she did. 

In the quarter-finals here. 
Garrison had also lost to Cze- 
choslovakia's Jana Novotna 
before redeeming herself with a 
doubles win. 

Garrison, 26, looked to be on 
track, when in the fourth game of 
the first set and facing double 
break point, she won the next 
nine points to hold serve and 
break her 19-year-old opponent 
at love. That put her up 4-2 and 
she closed the set out at 64. 

But in the second set she held 
serve only once while being 
broken four times and the clever 
Russian player held twice for a 6- 
3 second set 

Waving 

In the third set. Garrison fell 
behind to Zvereva 04 and could 
not climb back into the match 
despite exhortations from the US 
crowd and Capriati, who stood 
waving her fist and leading the 
chants of “USA. USA.” 

Garrison held off one match 
point on her own serve in the 
eighth game of the set in the next 
game netted a backhand on the 
second match point to lose to 
Zvereva for the second time in 
five meetings. 

The I3th-ranked Capriati, in 
her first jnatch with the 25th- 
rated Meskhi, won in just under 
1-1/2 hours'. 

As she had on Saturday 
against Austria's Barbara 
Pa ulus, Capriati, who has not 
dropped a set here, lost her first 
two games. But she climbed back 
into the match and went out to a 
54 lead ona nice backhand over- 
head at the net after Meskhi, 22, 
brought her there with a drop 
shot. 

Capriati failed to convert a set 
point at 3040, Meskhi serving, 
and after a hard-fought 12th 
game it went to the tiebreaker. 
Capriati earned match point on a 
smash from the net after hitting 
deep into Meskhi's backhand 
corner, then won the tiebreaker 
7-3. from the baseline when 
Meskhi netted a forehand. 

Errors 

The second set went more 
routinely as Meskhi, who was 
broken in the first game, made 
errors and could not chase down 
Capriati's balls. At 5-2, Capriati 
went up 40-0 for triple match 
' point, which she quickly conver- 
ted with a forehand winner. 

The Soviet Union had been in 
the final once before, losing to 
Czechoslovakia in 1988 in Mel- 
bourne.

World No.24 joins $1 million club 

Chang edges past Berger 


TORONTO, July 30. (Reuter): 
Michael Chang won his first 
tournament title of '90 with a 4-6 
6-3 7-6 (7-3) win over Jay Berger 
yesterday at the $1.2 million 
Canadian Open Tennis Cham- 
pionships. 

The 24th-ranked Chang’s 
$155,000 winner's cheque puts 
him in the $1 million dub for 
career prize money. 

“It feels good,” said the 18- 
year-old Chang, who should ven- 
ture back into the top 10 with his 
win.

The proof was in the two hours 
and 50 minutes it took to stage 
their centre-court performance 
in brutal 104-degree (F) tem- 
peratures. 


The difference between the 
fourth-seeded Berger and the 
seventh-seeded Chang was min- 
imal. 

“He played better than me in 
just a tiebreaker today,” said the 
25th-ranked Berger, who takes 
home $81,620. 

Each game — indeed each 
point — between the two amoun- 
ted to a marathon. In the thrie it 
took them to finish a single game 
other players could have played 
an entire set. 

There were 12 sevice breaks in 
the match and an unbelievable 35 
break opportunities overall. In 
the third set there were six breaks 
in 12 games. Even the tiebreaker 
had six mini-breaks in 10 points 
■ played. 

Chang and Berger are both 
retrievers — willing to run any 
which wat to recover the balL 
Both will venture to the net when 
necessary, but it is Berger who 
tends to frequent the volley zone. 

In the third set, Chang had a 
chance to go ahead 4-1 when he 
had -four break points on Ber- 
ger's serve. But the tenacious 


Berger held serve. After two 
more breaks and both players 
holding, it was tiebreak time. 

Berger tired in the tiebreak at 
the wrong times, which led to 
crucial errors. Berger double- 
faulted and hitabackhand volley 
wide to give Chang a 4-1 lead.

BERNARDSVILLE, New Jersey, July 30, 
(Reuter): An American team led by a pair of hard- 
hitting teen-agers captured its first Curtis Cup golf 
victory in six years yesterday, crushing a Great 
Britain-Ireland team 144 at the Somerset Hills 
Country Club. 

The Americans clinched their 20th Cup overall in 
the 26th bi ennial tournament when 18-year-old 
Brandie Burton drilled a 6-foot par putt to eliminate 
Britain's Catriona Lambert on the 1 5th hole, 4 and 
3. 

This came only moments after 17 -year-old 
American VkJd Goetze clinched her match against 
Britain's Helen Dobson on the same hole when 
Dobson missed a five-foot par putt and Goetze sank 
a two-footer. 

“It felt great,’' said Goetze, who compared the 
win to her 1 989 victory in the women's US Amateur 
Open. Tt was much better. It was like we were 
representing our country.” 

The victory was the second-most lopsided scored 
in the Cup's history. In 1982, the United States won 
14-1/2 to 3-1/2. 

The Curtis Cup, the women's equivalent of the 
men’s Walker Cup, has pit the best amateur female 
golfers from the United States against a combined 
Great Britain-Ireland tram since 1932. 

Great Britain has held the Cup since 1986. And 
before the match American te^m, captain Leslie 
Shannon had set her sights on bringing the trophy 
back home.

basketball gold medal for Yugoslavia and yet another disappointment for the 
United States. 

The Yugoslavs claimed an 85-79 victory, highlighted by Toni Kukoc's 
three-point basket with 2:30 to play that slowed a US comeback. A fumbled 
pass by Doug Smith with less than a minute to play ended the United States* 
hopes. 

Yugoslavia's triumph came on a day otherwise dominated by Soviet 
gymnasts and US cyclists and on which the United Slates baseball team kept 
its hopes alive for the gold medal by overwhelming Mexico. 

All-around champion Natalya Kalinina added three golds to her haul, 
shooting the Soviet Union past the United Sta tes in the medal race with a full 
week left in the Goodwill Games. The US cycling squad claimed four of the 
five golds available. 

Their success in gymnastics and weightlifting gave the Soviets a 140-124 
medal lead over the United States. The Soviet Union also took the lead in 
golds, 52-50. 

Away from the competition, meanwhile, police began searching for a 
Soviet amateur dancer who had come to Seattle as part of the Goodwill 
Games cultural exchange and who missed his flight home. 

Aleksandr Kolupacv, 25, of Kirov did not board his scheduled flight 
Saturday afternoon and had not contacted his host family for more than 24 
hours, said Clint Stauf of Seat tie. Kolupaev's host. 

The United States basketball team was hoping to atone for its loss in the 
1988 Olympics and another setback to the Soviet Union earlier in these 
games. Bui it fell on its face during the final 10 minutes. 

The United Stales trailed by three at the half and. midway Lhrough the 
second period, it was still only a two- point Yugoslavian lead. 

But the Yugoslavs ran olT seven straight points, the Jasr two coming when 
two US players accidentally lipped the ball into the basket while fighting for a 
rebound. 

Y ugoslavia's lead eventually grew to ] I before the United States ran off a 
seven-point streak to get within four with three minutes led. Kukoc then hit 
his three-pointer to slowdown the United States. 

The United States still had a chance for a win, however, trailing by three 
with less than a minute left and owning the ball. A pass from guard Kenny 
Anderson in the lane to Smith, however, slipped ofTSmith’s hands and out of 
bounds — effectively ending the US chances. 

Kalinina' won the all-around gymnastics title Saturday night by beating 
world champion Svetlana Boguinskaia in a battle of Soviet stars. Kalinina 
also was a member of the gold medal- winning Soviet team. 

She came back last nighi to win three golds and a silver in the four 
apparatus finals. Boguinskaia tied Kalinina in the floor exercise event to also 
win a gold and claimed a bronze on the beam. Kim Zmeskal of the United 
States captured bronzes in the floor exercise and uneven parallel bars. 

And . in the boxing ring, Eric Griffin, 22, of the United Stales continued his 
comeback from the low point of his career. He was stripped of his chance to 
compete in the Olympics two years ago for testing positive for marijuana. 
Griffin beat Airis Bel of Venezuela. 

Since his return to the US amateur boxing scene early last year, Griffin has 
dominated. He captured the world title and won the world championship 
challenge over Cuban Rogelio M a redo earlier this year.

However. Lewis had run true 
lo form earlier as the meet 
headliner, as the six-lime Olym- 
pic gold medallist did not disap- 
point the Columbia University 
Wien Stadium crowd of 12,279 
by racing back onto the winning 
track with a 100 -meires winning 
outing ofl 0:39 seconds. 

While Lewis did not have to 
contend with Burrell on the sta rt- 
ing line, he did have to battle a 
strong 25 mile-per-hour head- 
wind.

Kimball has served 1*» months of 
his sentence for the Aug 1. 1988 
accident in Brandon that also injured 
six. He was legally drunk at the time 
bis sports car rammed mlolhegroup. 
Kimball pleaded guilty and never 
spoke publicly about his feelings -- 
leading families of the teenagers to 
believe he didn't care. 

In an interview at Marion Correc- 
tional Institution. Kimball also said 
he was a drug abuser at the lime 

'•Primarily cocaine, marijuana 
and alcohol is what 1 used. I was 
cross-addicted to all those." the 27- 
year-old Kimball said. ”1 had quit 
cocaine cold turkey, but then I swit- 
ched to alcohol and marijuana. 1 used 
it everyday, several times a week. My 
lifestyle allowed me to do it.” 

The night of the accident, Kim- 
ball's blood-alcohol content regis- 
tered 0.20. twice the level at which 
state law presumes a person to be 
intoxicated. Kimball said nine mon- 
ths of therapy in prison have helped 
him 3 d mil he had a drug and alcohol 
problem. 

Hculso said he has been silent until 
now on the advice of his lawyers. 

"By my not saying anything, they 
(the public) thought 1 wasn't remor- 
seful. But it’s a daily struggle to deal 
with it.” Kimball said. “There's not a 
day that goes by that I don't think 
about it."

Kimball was training for 
the 1988 trials when he spent that 
August day drinking with a friend 
and his fiancee.

Kimball declined to talk about the 
night of the accident.

"I'm not going to say it was the 
right or wrong thing to do. There's 
nothing to do to change it."

Gooch, Kapil send records tumbling 


England turn the screw on India 


LONDON. July 30, (Reuter): Gra- 
ham Gooch and Kapil Dev kept the 
records tumbling on a fourth 
remarkable day in the high scoring 
first cricket Test between England 
and India today. 

In a moment of high drama, 
Kapil smashed four explosive sixes 
off successive bails, the first time it 
had been done in a Test, to squeeze 
India past the follow-on total by 
just one run. 

They were all out to the very next 
ball for 454 — and then it was 
Gooch’s turn to keep the statis- 
ticians occupied as England raced 
to 272 for four declared in their 
second innings. 

That set India a massive 472 to 
win and by the close they had lost 
two wickets in scoring 57, still need- 
ing a further 415 in the final six 
hours play r emainin g tomorrow. 

Gooch continued in the same 
magnificent style he showed in his 
epic in England’s first innings, pi un- 
dering 123 from only M3 balls to 
become the first player in first class 
cricket to score a triple century and 


a century in the same match. 

Arthur Fagg of Kent, who scored 
244 and 202 not out in au English 
county championship match 
against Essex at Colchester in 1938, 
is the only man to have hit two 
double hundreds in the same match. 

He also eclipsed the previous 
highest individual aggregate score 
in a test, achieved by Australian 
Greg Chappell, who totalled 380 
against New Zealand in Wellington 
in 1973-74. 

India began the day on 376 for six

defensively, he blasted the next four 
'straight back over the bowler's head 
for sixes. 

Apart from being the most sixes 
in succession in a Test, it also 
equalled the highest num ber of runs 
scored off a single over in a Test. 

Andy Roberts of the West Indies 
and Sandeep Patil of India both 
thrashed 24 runs off England 
bowlers Ian Botham and Bob Willis 
respectively in 1980-81 and 1982. 

The importance of his brave 
attack was shown by the very next 
bail when Fraser trapped last man 
Narendra Hirwani leg before to end 
the innings. 

Kapil was left unbeaten on 77. 
made from 75 deliveries and con-

Horse plague 
risk small: 
veterinarians 


W.Germans tackle cruelty allegations 


STOCKHOLM, July 30, 
(Reuter): African equine plague, 
whidb has killed hundreds orhor- 
ses in Spain, should not jeopar- 
dise the Olympic equestrian 
events in Barcelona in 1992, top 
veterinarians said today. 

“You always have to accept a 
certain risk but in my opinion it is 
very small.** said Professor 
Ulrich Kihm from the inter- 
national office ofa disease detec- 
tion group. 

The plague, which is spread by 
mosquitoes, struck three times in 
Spain in the late 1980s, but no 
cases have been reported since 
the end of 1989. 

Peter Krona u, chairman of the 
veterinary committee of the 
Internationa] Equestrian 
Federation (FEI), tokl a press 
conference at the world eques- 
trian games: “ Regulations will be 
very tight.” 

There would be restrictions on 
the movement of horses and, at 
the stables, special paint and 
mosquito-proof windows. 

He said the risk of a horse 
becoming infected in Barcelona 
was very small . N o cases had ever 
been reported closer than 400 
Ians from the city. 

The FEI has said it will recom- 
mend by the end of the summer 
whether the equestrian events 
can be held in Barcelona.

STOCKHOLM, July 30, (Reuter): West 
German show jumpers and officials said 
today they would do everything they could 
to prevent abuse of horses following allega- 
tions against former champion Paul 
Schockemoehle. 


They issued statements at the World 
Equestrian Games following charges of 
cruelty to animals levelled against West 
German Schockemoehle by an animal 
protection group. 

Schockemoehle was shown on a video 
hitting horses* legs with wooden bars to 
make them jump higher, a practice known as 
rapping. He has since said he will quit as a 


trainer and close his stables. 

His pupil Franke Sloothaak, an Olympic 
gold medallist, pulled out of the Gaines out 
of solidarity with Schockenmoehle. who has 
denied the charges. 

Rapping is not banned in training outside 
competition but Count Dieter Landsberg 
Velen. West German vice-president of the 
International Equestrian Federation, said it 
would soon be outlawed in his country. 

West German showjumpers said in their 
statement: “We know the accusations and 
commit ourselves to taking action on them. 

“We will do everything in our power to 
assure that animal abusive methods will not 
be used in German or international hor- 


semanship. We are horseman because we 
love horses.” 

Asked whether any team member had 
abused horses to make them perform better, 
lop West German rider Otto Becker replied: 
“There is an investigation. 1 am in a difficult 
situation. We are not allowed to answer.” 


The West German federation's statement 
echoed the views ofthe riders and added: “In 
the future we will not tolerate abuse in 
horsemanship." 

Organisers fear there will be demonstra- 
tions when the West Germans enter the 
arena for the show jumping, which begins 
tomorrow.

After 30 minutes of wailing, it 
was announced the match had 
been abandoned and Vasco com- 
pleted their own lap of honour 
with a trophy supplied by a telev- 
ision station. 

Earlier this month the Rio 
federation changed the rules 
under which Lhe final would be 
played to placate Botafogo's 
eventual opponents.

Controversial 

It was Nannini's best result 
since winning last year's con- 
troversial Japanese Grand Prix 
at Suzuka, where Senna was dis- 
qualified. 

“This is just what Sandro 
needed after his accident in 
qualifying on Friday and I am 
sure it wifi have given him all his 
confidence back,'* said Benetton 
team manager Gordon Message. 

Alessandro Benetton, son of 
team owner Luciano Benetton, 
commented: “It was a solid and 
well-controlled result for the 
team. Nelson Piquet had bad 
luck today or he might have fini- 
shed in the points too.*' Piquet 
retired mid-race with a smoking 
engine. 

Benetton added: “We have 
kept moving forward and the 
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next step is to win a couple of 
races now. This result shows we 
are in a position to do it." 

Benetton's progress appears 
due to three significant factors—
